" S REFORM. 


Who would belong to a Reform party 
which reforms nothing? Or what is the 
good or the necessity of a Reform party 
with ‘nothing to reform?” © This qnes- 
tion has been asked or stated in different 
ways by leading membera of the Reform 
party. Butwe hear nothing of a great 
and crying eyil under which this country is 
groaning, and against which this country 
has been protesting whilst submitting rest- 
lossly for years. That great evil is the 
Court of Chancery. We are naturally a 
law-abiding and court fearing people. The 
old warrior instinct of the race—of the un- 
civilized raco—which induced the individual 
to right his wrong by force, which made 
deeds of violence the daily amusement of 
the individual, has gradually, as tho intel- 
lectual pow f the people increased, 
turned a very large portion of the combat- 
ive instincts of our kin into Courts of Law, 
and there we fight and rob with our braing 
and our purses, when of yore our ancestor® 
fonght and robbed with their good right 
arm. Law courts are therofore a necessary 
concomitant of our civilization, and they 
should adapt themsélves to our changing 
circumstances. The Common Law of Eng- 
land is a remarkable illustration of this 
principle, and the history of our Courts is 
a history of our national progress in intel- 
lectual and personal freedom and in civili- 
zation—without written code, the theory of 
our law being that the principles which 
govern aro tho utilitarian ones of tho great- 
est. good to the greatest number, and these 
governing principles must change if at all 
from below—from the wants of tho goyv- 
ernéd, and our Judges are therefore but 
exponents of the legal wants and require. 
ments ofthe people. The British Consti- 
tution, as it exists to-day, presenting, as 
contrasted with all others, the greatest 
freodom to the individual with the Grmost 
central government, has-been the work of 
long time and much viciasitude, and our 
law courts have kept pace with and bear 
an important part in the development of 
that free yot strong constitution. 


The Court of Chancory has in its presont 
form outlived its usefulness, and by a curi- 
ous but not unheard of process haa become 
the antithesia by comparison of its former 
sclf. In its early history it supplied the 
Practical enforcement of the natural juatice 
of the common law, which natural justice 
from various causes, and from a habit of 
atrict logical reasoning, frequontly wrought 
the most glaring injustice undor colur or 
form of{aw. Times have changed, and now 

the Courts of Common Law are more oxpan- 
sive—more under the guidance of tho dis- 
tinctive principle of our common sense 
risprudence than the court of Equity—no 
called. A leading writer on English juris- 
prudence, Mr, Maino, in his work on an: 
cient law a fow years nyo, anid: * It fn oa. 
sily seon by English lawyers that English 
Equity is a system founded on moral rules, 
but it is forgotten that theso rules aro the 
morality of past centuries, not of the pros- 
ont—that they have received nearly as much 
application as thoy are capablo of, and that

Law and Equity, and tho syatem and prac- 
tioo of both Courts has beon considerably 
modified, to be followed, wo predict, by 
still greater changes 

Somo alight efforts have been Inade with 
wa to render tho Courts of Law and Equity 
in dtr country auxiliary to each 
But the offort has stopped for short of re- 
forming the Court of Chancery, which con- 
tinues its adthinistration of Equity Law at 
theexpenso often of the unfortunate litigants 
—or combatants if you will—according to 
the rigid praction of the Court, as inter- 
preted by the single Judge before whom the 
casomaycome. The ruinous dilatoriness of 
the Court, which once gave to the world the 
story of Bleak House—no longer exists, 
wo believe ; but unless the, popular, voice 
is wrong, the exponso of litigation in this 
Court isvstill excessive, There can be.no 
yalid reason in this age why this country 
should have two systems of jurisprudence, 
From our own knewledge of the Common 
LawJudgesand Courts as wellastho Equity 
for tho last thirty years, wo sco no reason 
why the Common Law Court should not 


administer Equity Law as well 
a Chancery Courts, And woe feel 
that tho Chancery ~ Court and tho 


administration of justice therein would be 
benefitted by intro. 
ducing somo Common Law customs. The 
initial evil of tho Court of Chancery lies in 
the fact that it isa Court of ond man— 
there are three Judges of the Court styled 
Chancoller and Vico-Chaneellors, but each 
one sits and is a Court in himself, 
deciding both Jaw and fact, and such 
has been the custom from the beginning. 
Now human nature is tho samo 
in all claases, Judges and suitors 
are all made of common clay, and the 
wonder is not that so much fault is found 
with the Court of Chancery, but that 
it has done so well, No one would 
like to see the principles of Equity, as part 
and parcel of our jurisprudence, done away 
with. But we would like to seo those 
principles administered differently. It 
j8 idle to suppose that any one Judge, 
let alone a succession of Judges, will be 
so-far above the ordinary weaknesses and 
prejudices of haman nature that ho will 
not be influenced by the infinite causes 
which so blind and away the imperfect 
human judgment. And the longer he stops 
upon the bench the more likely is he to 
contract habits of like or dislike te this 
class of case or that. 

In New Yorkand otherStatesofthe Union, 
they have no separate Courts of Law and 
Equity,and it is absurd upon its face that 
there should be an injustice done in one of 
our Courts which can only be remedied in 
another, It is often said that oar Common 
Law Judges should know more of Equity 
Law. We assert that our Equity Judges 
should know more of Common Law, in 
short, that wo should have only one Court, 
or one with one or more divisions for con- 
venience. That there is a very strong feel- 
ing in the Province against the Court of 
Chancery is undoubted. That feeling is 
not confined to the people, but is shared to 
a large extent by the lawyers, Tho prac- 
tice of that Court now, and always has 
been, ceatralization of business in Toronto 
for the benefit of the Toronto practitioner, 
attended with extra costs to the suitor. 
The same eyil prevailed many years ago in 
Common Law, until Sir John, then John 
A, Macdonald, took hold of the matter and 
toa very large extent decentralized the 
work, So long, bowever, as the present 
Government manages the business of the 
Province there is no hope for Reform. The 
Consorvatiye candidate for North Hastings 
has, by his addreas, made it a plank in his 
platform, if re-elected, as we have no doubt 
he will be, to remedy these abuses,

During the lost Parliament of Ontario, 
freyuent complaints were made against the 
Court of Chancery and its system, all from 
the Opposition benches; but no reform 
can be expected from the present 
Government. If the country is to have 
any change—if the Court of Chancery is to 
be reformed—it will only be by changing 
and reforming the Government. 

We apprehend it will fall to tho lot of the 
Libderal-Conservative—which is the true re- 
form party of the country—to remedy this 
evil, as it has reformed all the abuses of 
the past, notwithstanding the existence of 
the so-called Reform party, which finds 
nothing to reform—not even themselves.

—It is said that tho Hon, Mr, Langevin 
will be knighted by the Governor-General on 
bis return from England, 

—On “bo 30th alt, the north pier at Bur- 
lington Beach was almost entirely destroyed 
by firo, Tho loss will amount to several 
thousand dollars, 

— The Vice-Regal party is not expected to 
return to Ottawa for four months, as they 
visit the Maritime Provinces afvor leaving: 
Quebeo, 

—Two burglaries occurred in Kingston on 
the 80th ult, A valuable gold watch was 
stolen from Mr. Johnston, proprietor of the 
City Hotel. 

—Sir John A. McDonald, Sir Charles Tup- 
per and Sir W, P, Howland arrived in Toron- 
to on the 30st ult., and were mot at tho sta- 
tion by a largo number of prominent citizens. 

—The traffic receipts of the Great Western 
Railay for the weok ending May 22rd wero 
$68,947.17, compared with $83,136.34 during 
the corresponding week last year, a decrease 
of $14,189.17, 

Another ‘‘sink” has occurred on the H, 
& N. W. Railway, near Duntroon,in the same 
spot as before, About 200 car-loads of ma- 
terial, together with ties ani rails, haye dis- 
appeared. 

—Advices from the districts north and west 
of Toronto report that the recent severe frost 
has considerably damaged the early frnit,such 
as plums, cherries, ete., but that apples will 
not be much affected, if any, 

—Ernest Duston, a three-year-old son of 
Wm. Duston, of Cornwall, got possession of a 
bottle of ammonia while tho family were in 
another part of the house and swallowed a 
portion of it, causing death in a few hours, 

—There are serious fears entertained of a 
failure of the silk crop in Italy and France— 
in France more particularly the situation is 
very critical. If heat suddenly seta in after 
the wet and cold of the spring, the leaves of 
the mulberry trees will be dried up quickly 
and no sustenance will remain for the 
cocoons, 

—Tho reports from all parts of England are 
that the grain crops aro backward, and in 
many districts thin aud poor,and that vegeta 
tion is later than has beon remembered for 
many years, The gevial change in the weather 
that has just setin,shoald it prove permanent, 
will soon doubtless repair much of the damage 
that has been dono.

Inp xNcK, Mo,, June 1,—A cyclone 
atiuck the earth four miles from Lees summit 
on Friday evening and tore a furrow through 
the country a hundred yards wide and ten 
miles long, levelling everything in its track. 
Tho house of Mr, Warren was totally destroy- 
od. Two members of tho family wore killed. 
Others were soverely wounded. The house 
of Alex. Scruggs was unroofod. His wife's 
skull was fractured. Tho residence of Mr. 
Hutchins was torn to pieces and the family 
badly hurt. ‘Uhe house of Mr. Harris, noar 
Bluo Springs was demolished. Harris, his 
wite and little girl were killed. Three other 
children were mortally wounded. Harris was 
lifted high up into the air, carried 200 ot, 
anil then dashed to the earth, while his wife 
aod child ‘© carried some distance in an 
opposite direction. At this point the storm. 
cloud burat, but camo together almost instant, 
ly with a terrific crash, bounded from the 
earth,and came down agsin near tho dwelling 
of Mr. Gore, which it passed through, leaving 
the side walls standing, funnel shaped. ‘The 
cloud then rose high ia ghe air and disappear 
ed in the north-west. “The heaviest rain ever 
known in this ection accompanied thd tor 
nado, Goluging ite coubtry it passed, 

Atcnron, Kansas, June 1.—The storm 
west of this city was far more fatal thanearly 
reporta indicated, Frankfort specials givethe 
following list of causalties there and in the 
vicioity:—James Downs and wife, killed ; 
John Howe, boy thirtoon years old, killed ; 
Mr. Grooves, killed ; Mra, Johnson, killed ; 
Joshua Howe, James Vaughan, Henry Carzor, 
Robert Caughlin, Miles Kelley and family all 
badly injured. At Irving, 12 persons were 
killed outright and 40 wounded, most 
of tho later seriously, Many will die, A 
Concordia despatch states the storm was ex. 
tremely violert in tho vicinity of Delphos, 
Ottawa County. Fifteen dead bodies were 
brought in from two square miles of territory. 
One man from Beliot was taken up in his 
waggon and thrown to the ground again, and 
instantly killed. A woman and a child were 
thrown against a wire fence and killed. Five 
persons were killed in one house in Delphos. 
Crops were severely injured all along the line 
of thestorm. The citizens of Atcheson have 
raised $1,200 for the relief of the sufferers.

How to Make Good Butter. 


Tho advent of grass will put every farmor's 
wife to mind of the fact that there is neve 
something new coming up in dairying. t | 
may bo all summed up, a8 we have time and 
again stated, in tho following precepts + 

Be sure the pasture is of the beat, and that | 
it contains a yariety of the sweetest grasses, 
Do not change from winter feed to 
pasture too sudden 1 partioularly, 
turn out your cows too early tosbift for them- 
selves. Let the milking be done by quict 
persons, whethor male or fomale, at rogular 
times morning and evening, knowing always 
that the milking is conducted as cleanly as it 
is quietly. Know that the utensila for hold 
ing the milk are of the best description 
always scrupulously clean, See that tho 
is perfectly cooled to free it of animal odor 
‘A thermomoter is an absolute necessity in all 
Well regulated dairies. Bo sure the room 
for setting milk is cool, and #o it may be 
darkened as well. Thorough ventilation is 
one of the goldea rales in dairying. The 
temperature of the dairy room should nover 
be more than 60 degrees, nor less than 40 do- 
grees, Skim the milk as eoon as the first in- 
dications of getting thick from lopper are 
shown. ‘Turn the cream slowly into the jar, 
and stir thoroughly when more cream is ad- 
dod, Keep the receptacle for the creem cool, 
from 50 to 60 degrees, and cover with somo 
fabrio that will keep out minute insects, and 
at the samo time allow access of air, Churn 
when the creem is ripe, that is when the 
cream is sour, every other day in spring, and 
every day in summer, Do not allow the 
cream inthe churn to rise much above 60 
degrees, Do not churn too fast, There is 
nothing to gain by seeking to bring the butter 
in afew mioutes, From 20 to 30 mioutes is 
about right. Good grass will make nice color- 
ed butter, Atsuch seasons, when the color 
of butter is palo, use eeioyibe carefully, Itis 
better that butter be rather light than a dark 
yellow, When the butter comes ian granules 
stop churning. Wash with cold water OF 
cold brine ; work only enough to bring it to a

firm uniform mass. Do not salt heavily, from 
three quarters to one ounce of salt to a pound 
of butter is enough, Pack in tight, clean, 
sweet packages ; fill it within a half-inch of 
the top, cover with a clean cloth, and add 
brine to fill until cold, Keep it in the coolest 
place you have, and there is no reason why 
you should not get the top price for your 
butter.

and flower beds is one which calls forth 
much planning of ways and means; how, 
when and where to plant, and how trees, 
shrubs and vines shall be placed to produce 
the desired effect. Lawns should have had, 
earlier in the season, a top dressing of short 
manure, and now (if not already done) 
should be raked clean of all straw or litter, 
A heavy roller will do good work in making 
a smooth, level surface, if used after a rain. 
Flower beds should be ‘‘forked up” at once, 
and if new ones are required the greatest 
attention should be given, Mark or stake 
out the size and shape of the bed desired ; 
then spade up the soil to the depth of 
twelve or eighteen inches, putting in plenty 
of well rotted manure, Out the bed in the 
lawn ; never elevate or pile up soil for 
flowers above the level of the lawn; it is 
the surest way of killing plants by drought; 
keop the edge of the bed about an inch 
below the surface of the sod, sloping or 
elevating the bed slightly, towards the 
centre. Never plant the so-called “‘orna- 
mental foliage” plants with “flowering” 
kinds, but grow each by themselves, the 
tallest towards the centre, the smallest ones 
on the edge or border, there is nothing so 
essential in planting as the proper study of 
the harmony of colors, Arrange your blue 
flowers next to orange, your red and pink 
next to white, rows of violet contrast with 
yellow (golden) a scarlet. Olumps of 
scarlet surrounded by white or gréen give 
a beauty never shown before. Many of 
the finest gardens owe much of their 
beauty to the contrast of colora produced 
by the kill with which the flowers are 
arranged. 


Breap.—Real farmhouse bread, says the 
is generally made of barley 
with leaven instead of yeast. 
Leaven, or left, is a piece of dough left from 
the last baking, and answers the purpose of 
yeast ; it makes the bread rather sour, but it 
is perfectly wholesome A very excellent 
brown bread is made of rye meal (not rye 
flour,which is too fine)and seconds flour,equal 
quantities, thoroughly well mixed and sifted 
through a seve, so that every particle comes 
in contact with the oxygen of the air; this is 
4 point which should not be forgotten in br ad 
making. One ounce of frosh German yeast to 
seven pounds of the above, the dough tobe 
well kneaded and baked if ible in a brick 
oven. There is said to thirty per cent 
more nutriment in rye than in wheat by an- 
alysis, avd tho bread is really brown, very 
swéot and good, wholesome and digestible. 
Equal portions of barley meal, rye meal and 
seconds flour also make very good brown 
bread, Whole wheat meal and rye meal,equal 
pss ought to make good brown bread, but 
have not tried it,

Tue Suark Fisertes.—The west coast 
of Ireland is annually visited by largenum- 
bers of a species of shark of a very large 
size, which from their habit of lying 
motionless on the surface of the water in 
calm weather, have received the name of 
basking shark, or sunfish. The principal 
bank on which the fish collect, and which 
is the chief site of the industry, is situated 
about thirty miles off the coast of Galway, 
within sight of Achil Island ; one of the 
small islands off the coast—Shark Island— 
has taken its name from the fact of its hay- 
ing been at one time the resort of the 
sharks and the shark-fishers. The yalue 
of the fish lies in the quantity of oil pro- 
duced from the liver ;a large shark will 
weigh nine or ten tons, and its liver will 
yield about one hundred and fifty gallons 
of oil, worth from £40 to £60. The usual 
method of capture is to approach the fish 
as they float on the surface, and harpoon 
them, evafitually lashing them alongside 
cutting out the liver—much in the same 
way as whales are killed, and their blubber 
cut off, Unless the weather changes im- 
mediately, the shark fishery this year will 
be a blank, so for as Ireland is concerned ; 
but it is more than probable that, if the 
fish were followed on their northward 
migration by yessels Properly fitted out, 
anew and important industry might be 
opened up off the west coast of Scotland.

Near Bstcoo, County Fermanacu,—A 
few weeks since it was reported in Ennis- 
killen that upon the line of railway now 
under course of formation between that 
town and Silgo, not a few memorials of @ 
battlefield of the time of Cromwell had 
just been brought to light.

the actual requirements of the country as a 
whole ; without regard to a systematic arrange- 
ment; without in any way ing the 
principle that, in whatever respect it may. be 
viewed, railway, whatever its length or position, 
should be comme an integral part was whole 
systom. I refer more particularly to the Pro-~ 
vince of Ontario. Here there has been no 
Sor any principal of practical econom 
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a railway system, asa whole, shoul Lt mapped < 


out. 

* If a well considered and less cost! 
would have equally met the wantsof fiers 
excessive expenditure can only be considered as 
ssperfiuous, and so much of it os remains per- 
manently unremunerative, as hopelessly wasted.” 

Further, Mr. Fleming is of opinion that 
a system of railways at half the cost would 
better have seryed the requirements of the 
Province. 

Who that reads these scathing remarks 
of the most eminent engineer in the coun- 
try can doubt that very large sums of the 
public money have been misapplied, with 
the object of purchasing political capital? 
The ‘* Reformers” who succeeded Mr. 
Sandfield McDonald adopted his policy of 
giving aid to railways ; but they have not 
been actuated by the same honesty of pur- 
pose as was that lamented statesman, and 
hence they have recklessly squandered pro- 
bably a million dollars or upwards of the 
people’s money in this item alone during 
their seven years’ tenure of office, It is 
high time that the Province was rid of 
such a Government.

Laat oveniog as I was looking over a book 
which has been in cur family for many years, 
and which is famous for its Indian lore, I 
came acrpas tho following story, which may 
not only interest those who live in this immo, 
diate vicinity, but may prove interesting to 
the general reador : 
About 125 years ago a party of English 
noblemen came out to Canada to apend a 
month in fishing and shooting, They camped 
upon a mountain which is now-known as tho 
Trevton Peak, but which was thon a mount 
surrounded by a cedarswamp, Some of there 
gentlomen were identified with the English 
pedrage, and for a time nothing disturbed the 
tenor of their pleasure. One day, however: 
just as they were rising from thoir mid-day 
meal, thoy discovered Indians, *daubed in 
hideous war paint, crossing the bay. Their 
weapons wore rifles and cavalry swords, and 
forming themselves into a compact group thoy 
awaited the approach of the enemy. As soon 
as the Indians began to climb tho sides of tho 
mountain the order came from the leader of 
tho whites to fire, and immediately afterwards 
some 30 or 40 braves fell lifeless to the earth, 
This only infdriated tho remaining Indians, 

who still numbered some five or six hundred, 
and who with their tomahawke flashing in the 
sunlight rushed upon their insigniticantenomy, 
Did I say insignificant ? then I must limit this 
insignificance to numbers, for, although only 
a little band of 40-or 50, they met their yell- 
ing foe with that coolnes: “and courage Eng- 
lishmen alweys display in the hour of danger. 
What a sight it was to see those mep, who 
had been reared in the lap of lurury, thore 
men who had hitherto been the pride of ladies’ 
boudoirs, who had been tho butterflies of 
socie}y, and who had known nothing but the 
delicacies of refined life ; what a sight it was, 
Isay, to aco these inhabitants of the innor life 
meet their overwhelming enemy with the 
game emilo that thoir countrymen wore on the 
blood stained fields of Alma and Sebastapol.

The Sahara. 


SOMETHING OF THE EFFECTS OF CONVERTING 
THE DESERT INTO A SEA, 


(Brom Harper's Weekly.) 


Two plans have been set before the pub- 
lic with regard to the great project of flood. 
ing the immense basin of Suhara, known 
as El Juf, which is now generally conceded 
to be the bed of a former inland sen. One 
of these plans-is so far in actual operation 
that preliminary suryoys are now in pro- 
gress under the directlon of M. Ferdinand 
do Lessops, to test the foasibility of cutting 
@ canal from Cabes, on the coast of* Tunis, 
to let the waters of the Mediterranean into 
the great central depression. Reports from 
these parties are very favorable, They find 
the soil free from serious obstacles to en- 
gineering work, generally sand to a great 
depth, resting on a calcareous foundation. 
They entertain no doubt that the work can 
be more easily mplished than the exca- 
vation of the Suez Canal, 


The other plan is that of reopening the 
ancient outlet of the inland sea to the At- 
lantic, at a place called Boca Grande, or 
Great Mouth, and thus filling with water 
the vast depression of El Juf, which lies 
far below the level of the ocean, This 
basin, irregular in shape, extends from 
within 12 miles of thé sea coast to as far 
south as the region of Azaward and Wa- 
lata, tothe north of Timbuctoo. The 
greatest length of this depression is given 
at about 500 miles,and the greatest breadth 
at about 120 miles, altogether covering an 
area of abont 60,000 square miles. The 
breadth of El Jufis much greater in the 
south, but toward the northwest it seems 
gradually to get narrower, terminating in 
the great channel which in former years 
connected it with the Atlantic Ocean. 
There cannot be any doubt but that El 
Juf at one time formed part of the Atlantic 
Ocean, and that the connection existed 
within historic times seemed clear enough. 
Upon the cause which led to the drying up 
of the El Juf Sea the classic writers are not 
very clear. Itis recorded by Diodorus 
Siculus that, accordin, to ancient tradition, 
a lake called Hesperides, in the portion of 
the Sahara now occupied by El Juf, was 
suddenly dried up. Arab traditions points 
out that seyeral depressions in the Sahara 
were covered with water in A. D, 681, but 
since the year 1200 the water gradually dis- 
appeared. 

The importance of the advantages to be 
gained by the accomplishment of this vast 
enterprise can hardly be overestimated. 
Soudan has a population of about 38,000,- 
000 of the most intelligent and energetic of 
all the African races. They have succes- 
sively been brought under the influence of 
Carthagenian, oman, Egyptian and 
Mohammedan civilization. They cave 
formed themselves into independent states, 
and possess numerous towns of commercial 
importance. They have established laws 
and education, and stamped out many of 
the worst forms of pagan superstition. 
They cultivate the soil and carry on several 
branches of manufacture with remarkable 
success. The people of Soudan receive 
their supply of European merchandise across 
the Sahara from the ports of Morocco, 
Algeria, Tunis and Tripoli—a system of 
communication with the outer world which 
has existed for thousands of years. Oara- 
vans proceeding by any of these routes can 
only make one journey a year, travelling 
about 2,000 miles of mountains and difli- 
cult country before the nearest market of 
Soudan is reached. These paths, formerly 
used by the merchants of ontiquity, now 
serve the Arab caravans. Notwithstanding 
all these difficulties, the annual value of the 
trade between the northern ports and Sou- 
dan amounts to about $4,000,000, An 
easier mode of transit would evidently lead 
to a large development of this trade. 

The distance from Cape Juby to Tim- 
buctoo, on the Upper Niger, is about 800 
miles of almost level country, thus being 
1,200 miles shorter than the present routes. 
On the line proposed by Mr. Mackenzie 
there are no less than 42 stations, with 
plenty of water, He thinks that caravans 
could make three journeys a year by it 
with greater ease than one by the present 
roads. Therefore, without any outlay 
whatever for roads, an annual trade of 
$12,000,000 would soon be established. 
‘Yo attain this object, all that is necessary 
is to form a commercial station at Port St. 
Bartholomew, Oape Juby, where the cli- 
mate is eqnal to that of Madeira and Can- 
ary, obtain the protection of the Berber 
chiefs of Western Sahara (under whose 
protection the present trade is carried on), 
and place agents in the principal towns on 
the road to Timbuctoo. The road to central 
Africa would then be practically opened to 
commerce throush a healthy country, and 
from a point within nine days’ sail of

Elliott Abandons Halan’s 
style of Rowing. 


HEAVY BETTING. 


TonowTo, June 4, 

The following is a special cablo to the Mail: 
* Lonpon, June 3.—he great International 
boat race between Wm. Elliott, of Pegswood, 
tho champion of Great Britain, and Edward 
Hanlan, of Toronto, the Canadian champion, 
which is to be rowed over the Tyne on the 
16th inst., is attracting gront interest, and 
never before was thore so much betting done 
on a boat race or such long odds offered asthe 
Canadians are giving on their champion, 
Elliott has found that Honlan’s atyle of row- 
ing is a failore,and has resumed his own style, 
thinking he can make better time, 

The heavy betting still continues, and 
Elliott’s backers and admirors readily accept 
all of £100 to £50 offered by Messrs. Ward» 
Davis, Renwich, and Hanlan’s Canadian ad- 
mirers, 

Both oarsmen are in steady training on the 
Tyne. Elliott appears to be in the best con- 
dition, and he rows over tho course daily and 
takes little exercise on land. Hanlan seldom 
rows the full course, owing to the fact that 
Elliott's friends and the book makers watch 
his practice to find out how fast he can row 
Hanlan is only afew pounds heavier than 
when he rowed Hawdon, but he is in better 
condition. 

At the clubs in London soveral largo wagers 
have been Iaid on the race, Mr. Ward, of

liquid water-glass, to a thick paste, and 
then coating the cracks with it. The hot- 
ter the fire then becomes, the more does 
the cement melt and combine with its me- 
tallio ingredients, and the more completely 
will the crack become closed. 


Mixrore ror Ceranino Foryirore.— 
Cold-drawn linseed oil, one quart; gin, or 
spirit of win, half a pint: vinogar, half a 
pint; butter of antimony, two ounces ; spi- 
rits of turpentine, half a pint. N.B.—This 
mixture requires to be well shaken before 
itis used. A little of it is then to be poured 
upon a rubber, which must be well applied 
to the surface of the furniture ; several ap- 
plications will be necessary for new furni- 
ture, or for such as had previously becn 
French-polished or rubbed with beeswax, 


Osment ror Learuer.—A cement for 
leather is made by mixing ten parts of sul- 
phide of carbon with one of oil of turpen- 
tine, and then adding enough gutta-percha 
to make a tough, thickly-Hlowing liquid. 
One essential pre-requisite to a thorough 
union of the parts, consists in freedom of 
the surfaces to be joined, from grease ; this 
may be accomplished by laying a cloth upon 
them and applying a hot iron for a time. 
The cement is thon applied to both pieces, 
tho surfaces brought in contact, and pres- 
sure applied until the joint is dry. 

Keerine Inon anp Steet Goons rrom 
Rusr.—Iron and steel goods of all descrip- 
tions are kept from rust in the following 
manner; Dissolve half an ounce of cam- 
phor in one pound of hog’s lard, take off 
the scum, and mix as much black lead as 
will give the mixture an iron color, Iron 
and steel goods, as well as machinery of all 
kinds, rubbed over with this mixture, and 
left with it on for twenty-four hours, 
and then rubbed with a linen cloth, will 
keep clean for months. If the machinery 
is for exportation it should bo kept thickly 
coated with this during the voyage. 


Orment ror EARTHEN AND GLASSWARE. 
—1, Heat the article to alittle above boil- 
ing water heat, then apply a thin coating 
of gum shellac on both surfaces of the 
broken vessel, and when cold, it will be as 
strong as it was originally, 2. Dissolve 
gum shellac in alchol ; apply the solution, 
and bind the parts firmly together until 
the cement is perfectly dry. 3. Take a 
small quantity of isinglass and dissolve it 
in spirits of wine by the aid of heat. This 
will unite broken glass so as to leave the 
crack imperceptible, and is equal to the 
best glass cement 


Beer Tz.— Liebig’s receipt.—Take one 
pound of lean beef, free of fat, and separa- 
ted from the bone, und reduce it to the 
finely chopped state in which it is used for 
beef sausages; uniformly mix it with its 
own weight in water, slowly heated to boil- 
ing, and the liquid, after boiling briskly for 
a minute or two, is to be strained through 
a towel fromthe coagulated albumen and 
the fibrine now become hard and horny. 
‘Thus is obtained an equal weight of aroma- 
tic soup, of such strength as cannot be ob: 
tained even by boiling for hours from a 
picce of flesh. 

Imrorvance or Arrtna Beps.— The de- 
sire of an energetic house keeper to have 
her work completed at an ealy hour in the 
morning causes her to leave one of the 
most important items of neatuess undone, 
The most effectual purifying of .beds and 
bedclothes cannot eG place if no time is 
allowed for the free circulation of pure air 
to remove all human impurities which have 
collected during the hours of slumber. At 
least two or threo hours should be allowed 
for the complete removal of atoms of in- 
sensible perspiration which hre absorbed by 
the bed. Every day this airing should be 
done, and occasionally bedding constantly 
used should be carried into the open air, 
and, when practicable, left exposed to the 
sun and wind for half a day. 


What Came of one Hive of Bees. 


In a memorial to Congroas relative to the 
coming census of the United States, the sup- 
erintendent of the census of 1860, Mr. Ken 
nedy, gives the following statistics a an illus- 
tration of tho stupendous results from a single 
hive of beos, transported to the Pacitic coast 
leas than thirty years ago. From the single 
county of San Diego, California, in 1876,there 
were shipped the astonishing figure of 1,250, - 
000 lbs. In 1877 there were in the county 
23,000 colonies of bees, and in one day, Sop- 
tember 6, 1878, there wore shipped from that 
port 78 barrels, 1,053 cases and 18 tons ; and 
that from and including July 17 to November 
10, 1878, less than four months, that ono 
county exported over 1,000 barrels, 14,544 
oases, and nearly 20 tons.

Now you may stroll leisurely out after break- 
fast aud smoke while you wait for the train, 
koowing that you will have a seat and a rate 
of speed that is at once convenient and exhil- 
arating, the satisfaction of getting to business 
rapidly and the pleasure of rapid locomotion, 
which combined impart an edge and zest to 
the appetite of money making, In the even- 
ing the sensation is still more satisfactory as 
the business man returns home.

necessary to reforto tho way in which 
a protective policy helps in the de- 
velopment of induatrial enterprises for the 
oxpanaion and multiplication of theo in all 
parts of the country, ia really the beat proof 
we could have of the fostering power with- 
in the jurisdiction of the Legislature. One 
of tho commonest assertions of the Freo 
Trade school is that Protection is synony- 
mous with “taxation of the many for tho 
bonofit of the few,” which is,as the 
statistics of Amercian iron and steel show, 
ono of tho greatest fallacies over put for- 
ward by otherwiso sensiblo men. Going 
back to the year 1852 or 1863, whon there 
was almost free trade, at all events a very 
much lower customs tariff than at present, 
and it is found that tho prices of the best 
refined bar iron ranged from $52 to $90 per 
ton. At that timo, it must bo remember- 
ed, there was very little bariron mado in 
the United States, and the supplies wore 
obtained chiefly from England and Sweden. 
But now bar iron is sclling at less than the 
lowest price prevailing in 1852-53, and 
thore is every prospect that tho prices will 
steadily remain at low figures. Wo thus 
seo that Protection has built up rivals of the 
English makers, and that there has been a 
competition which has pulled prices down 
at least 25 per cont. With respect to pig 
iron : it is an indisputable fact that this 
article was noyer sold at so low a price 
in the history of the country. Ten or 
twelve years ago, whon England and tho 
European continent had, practjcally, o 
monopoly in. the manvfacture of stecl 
rails, tho price was about $165 per ton ; 
but now, since the American manufac- 
turers have begun to produce the price 
has fallen to a general standard of from 
$35 to $40 per ton, or more than two-thirds 
leas. It has frequently been said that o 
protective tariff would ‘plunder the farm- 
er,” and that, if it were not for such tariff, 
“he would get his ploughs, his forks, his 
shovels, his mowing machines and ‘other 
implements a great deal cheaper.” But 
what are the facts as established by the 
experience of the United States? It is a 
well known fact that the mowers and reap- 
ors of to-day are both cheaper and better 
and more durable articles than those made 
10 or 16 years ago, while it is also certain 
that the farmers were rever getting better 
or cheaper general implements than they 
are at the present time. In fact, the

The owners of the process had bour’ 
experimenting for years to find some 
means of eliminating the phosphorus from 
tho ores or from the pig-iron,and at last had 
hitupon amethod which fully answered every 
practical requirement. A publio test of the 
process was announced some weeks ago, to 
witness which some of the most eminent 
iron-masters from Belgium, France, Ger- 
many and Great Britain were present. 
Every stage of the process, from the quar- 
rying of the iron ore, to the rolling of the 
steel rail was critically examined, and the 
resultsare said to haye been thoroughly 
satisfactory to all those who were presont. 
‘The quality of the rail is quite equal to that 
which has hitherto been produced from the 
expensive hematite ores of Spain and Lan- 
cashire, and the cost will be much less 
than eyen the low prico now paid for stand- 
ard Bessemer rails. The general economic 
effect of the introduction of the new process 
will bo the production of strong kinds of 
steel at prices lower than those of ordinary 
bar iron, and this, in turn, will lead to a 
complete revolution in the iron trade. 


Experiments of the nature above referred 
to have been made with the ores produced 
in the United States, but so far without 
success, There is a something in the 
American ores thus experimented with 
which forms a complete bar to Success, the 
ateel turned out being too brittle for use on 
railways.

Effects of Re-Vaccination. 


A Geneva correspondent writes, under 
date April 7th:—Dr. Mieville, of Nyron, 
lately read before the Vaudois Society of 
medicine an interesting paper on the effects 
of re-yaccination, as practised by him dur- 
ing arecent outbreak of smallpox in the 
chateau prison at Nyron, of which the im- 
portance will be generally recognized. The 
first case occurred in January, and a little 
later the gaoler’s servant, a girl, whose 
family, consisting of her fether and mother 
and eight sisters and brothers, lived at 
Duillier, a place outside the town, was tak- 
en ill. Two members of the family only, 
the father and one of the elder daughters, 
bad been re-vaccinated. After a few days, 
sickness the servant died of confluent small- 

ox. The mother, who alone of all the 
family had visited her, showed the first 
signs of varioloid fourteen days afterwards, 
and died from arupture of an aneurisin 
before the disease had reached its height.

The penny weddings in Scot- 
land were peculiar, Invited guests made 
contributions inmoney. (One shilling was 
the general tribute, and half-a-crown was 
& princely offering.) Out of the sum thus 
collected the not very costly expenses of 
the feast were paid, and the surplus went 
toward buying the furniture, In Germany 
there is the ** pay wedding,” in which the 
bride receives her guests with a basin before 
her, each person depositing a jewel, silver 
spoon, or piece of money, at the same time 
apologiziny for the donation being far below 
value compared with the damsel’s deserts. 
In some parts of Germany the rule is that 
the expenses of the marriage feast shall be 
met by each guest paying for what he eats 
and drinks, just as if he were in a hotel, 
but not at fair hotel prices. The newly- 
married pair profit by this arrangement, 
and often realize a sum sufficient to start 
them in life, From one to three hundred 
guests are often present throughout these 
festivals, Sometimes tho flow of presents 
take a very different course. In Poland a 
lady is not regarded eligible for double 
blessedness until she has wrought with her 
own hands cloth and garments for each of 
her future lord’s friends (groomamen) ac- 
companying him to the altar. In most 
countries, at the present time, wedding 
presents may be said to abound. This 
tem of inviting people to a bridal reception 
and expecting them to make a valuable 
present has become a serious tax, and al- 
though much money is thus expended, the 
result is generally not quite satisfactory. 
Divorce existed in all ages at Rome, and 
was always a private act. For a long time 
it was not abused by the Romans, but to- 
wards the latter part of the Republic and 
under the Empire, divorces became very 
common. Seneca notices this laxity of 
manners ; and Juvenal gives a remarkable 
instance of a Roman matron, who is said to 
have gone the round of eight husbands in 
five years. Pompoy divorced his wife Mucia, 
Cicero speaks of Paula Valeria as being 
ready to serve her husband with notice of 
divorce, on his return from his province, 
Cicero himsolf divorced his wife Terentia, 
after living with her thirty years. Tho 
husband generally took the keys from his 
wifo, put her out of his house, gave her 
back her dowry, and so dissolved the 
marriage. ‘Chis might be done in the wife's 
absence, Cicero divorced his wife Terentia 
by letter. Tho laws in tho several Grecian 
States regarding diyorco were difforent,and 
in some of them men were allowed to put 
away their wives on alight occasion. 
Among the Athenians, either husband or 
wife might take the first step. The wifo 
might leave the husband or the husband 
might distmias the wife. The Spartans sel- 
dom divorced their wives. The Ephori 
fined Lysander for repudiating his wife, 
An Arab may divorce his wife on tho slight- 
ost occasion, So easy and so common. is 
the practice that Burckhardt assures us 
that he has seen Arabs no more than forty- 
five years of age who were known to have 
had fifty wives, yet they rarely have more 
than one at a timne.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Parliament by such a large majority, and he 
desired to express his gratitude to those per- 
sonal frionds who had freely spent their time 
and energies in securing his election. In re- 
viewing some of the features of the contest 
be referred to the fact that in his opponent 
he had mot the strongest man the party could 
bring against him,—a man for whom ho had 
the highest respect, and one of the most indo, 
fatigable electioneorers that ever entered up- 
on acampaign.

That it is the earli- 
est to start in the spring, comes into blos- 
som with Red Clover, and both are ready 
for cutting in the best condition at the same 
time, are by no means all its valuable 
points. 

Hay.—Reocont investigations threaten to 
upsct some popular notions, It has long 
boen supposed that early cut hay is more 
valuable than that cut lator. If the judg- 
ment of the cows were a test, there would 
be no queation about it, They will leavo 
the riper hay, and even refuse to eat it at 
all, if they can procure that which has beon 
cut earlier, In tho writer's dairy, the 
milk falls off more than 10 per cent. when 
the young hay is chauged for that cut two 
weeks later, This is sufliciont to support 
the goneral opinion in spite of chemical 
analyses, which go to show that ripe hay is 
heavier; more bulky, and contains more 
nutritious spbstance than that cut earlier, 
—Porhaps the operations of the chemist 
can extract more nutriment from ripe hay 
than can the cow's stomach ; butas young 
hay feeds more profitably, it sooms beat to 
cut early, 

Curing hay in the cock is preferable to 
sun drying. ‘The sweating and fermontation 
improye, and prevent heating in the mow 
orstack. Tho writer prefera to put up hay, 
after tho dew is off, in moderately large 
cocks—four feet high—after it has lain 
spread in the sun for one full day. It may 
thus stay safely for a week, if necessary,and 
a hay cap will protect it from 24 hours rain. 
The day it is drawn in, a man should start 
early and throw open the cocks, to got a 
final airing for two or threo hours before it 
it taken up. 

A Horse Fork should be in every barn, 
In the hurry of haying, the cost of a horse 
hay fork may easily bo saved in one week, 
by rapid unloading. 

Corn.—Late plantings of corn may he 
made up to the middle of the month. Some 
early sorts, and some new varieties which 
claim to be extra early, may be tried as an 
experiment. It will pay very well to make 
late plantings up to July for fodder, plant- 
ing in drills 3 foot apart, with about 12 
geaina to the foot in the drill. 

Sosaer Fertiiztxo.—The experience 
of the past few years has often shown it to 
be useful to give a light dressing of fertili- 
zor to the corn, just before the last cultiva- 
tion. This helps the earing, and renders 
many ears productive that would otherwise 
be abortive, The fertilizer should be work- 
ed in with the cultivator, A mixture of 
poultry manure, ashes, and plaster, will be 
usefol; or the prepared artificial corn ferti- 
lizer, may be used in place of this.

Betwoon the ages of forty-five and sixty 
aman who has properly repulated himself 
may be considered in the prime of life.

The Circulation of the Bible. 


The Printing Timea publishes some interest. 
ing statistics reapectiog the circulation of the 
Bible during the present contury. ‘Tbe Brite 
ish and Forciga Socicty is far fn advance of 
any othor existing institution of the kind as 
regards the number of copies issued. It was 
founded in 1804, and, according to the atate- 
ment referred to, has circulated npwarda of 
$2,000,000 volumes. ‘he American Soviety, 
instituted some thirteen years later, has at- 
tained a circulation of nearly 35,000,000, No 
others in existence at all approach these two 
organizations in respect of the magnitude of 
their operations. All the German. societies 
together have issued 8,500,000, the Swiss 
sovittios nearly 2,000,000,the French upwards 
of 1,600,000, the socictios in the Netherlands 
something over 1,287,000, ‘The Hibernian 
So which is nearly as old as th» British 
and Foreign, has issued in the course of its — 
existence about 4,189,000 Bibles, and the 
National Society of Scotland, which was 
founded in 1861, has disseminated some 4,- 
768,000. Tho Bible Travalation Society, 
established in 1841, has issued 3,200,000, and 
during the last hall-century tho «Trinitarians 
have circulated upwards of a million and a 
quarter of theirowno version of tho sacred 
Scriptures, Besides these there is a Danish 
Society which has issued 37,060, a Swedish 
Society with nearly a million,and a Norwegian 
Society with something under a quarter of a 
million of Biblés issued as the result of their 
efforts since their formation early in this cen- 
tury. The few remaining organizations, of 
which detailed information if wanting, are 
supposcd to represent a total istue of 3,000,- 
000 volumes, Thus it appeara that the pre- 
sent century has witnessed a circulation of 
the Bible amounting to the prodigious num- 
ber of nearly 150,000,000. ‘The total, how- 
ever, represents only those organizations, 
which’are primarily Bible publishing societi 
and does not appear to recognize other 
stitutions which, while not engaging in this 
work as their chief. function, nevertheless do 
a good deal in this way, such, for instaace, as 
tho Religious Tract Society, which last year 
issued 74,000 English Bibles and Testaments. 
The Society for promoting Christian Know- 
ledge circulates 250,000 copies annually, 
These and large numbers of private firms are

also, to the welfare of the children who

origin in just such thoughtless indifference 
as that | Oh, my friends! we could do 
with a little less courting before marriage, 
if we only had a good deal more after it ;

licitous about getting the very most out of 
every bargain they make in the store, and 
a great deal more anxious to become ac- 
quainted with their own children, and to 
lead them into ways of holy happiness, the 
profiting would appear into all meu. What 
is the good of your money to you if you neg- 
lect your son, and let him grow up un- 
regulated and revengeful, so that at the 
least provocation he shoots down the im- 
agined author of the offence? Would you 
not, when that occurs, willingly offer the 
half of your fortune to wipe out its con- 
sequences? And yet it would haye been 
for more sensible to have sought to prevent 
its causes ; even if you should not have 
made the half of those thousands which 
you now call your own, Let me ask every 
father and every husband here to ponder 
well the appeal which I am now making. 
Your wife and children are of infinitely 
tore importance than success In business, 
or the gaining by you of some public offic 
yet isit not true that you are largely a 
stranger to those under your own roof | 
You give them no confidences ; you never

Corrivatine THe Sort.—The surface of 
the soil cannot be to frequently stirred. “If 
Thad to preach a sermon on horticulture, 
says Downing, I should take this for my 
text:“Srin THe sort.” As soon as the plants 
are well above the ground, they should be 
thinned out, so a8 nut to interfero with 
each other's growth, At the same time, the 
soil may be loosened a little about them so 
as to break any crust that may have form- 
ed, without injury to the young plants; 
and the weeds may bo removed. A little 
later, stir the soil with a narrow hoe, tak- 
ing care not to coyer the youhg plants. 
Every weed should be cat downor pulled 
up no mattter how small. It is not enough 


among the plants admits the atmosphere 
acd actually manures the young plants. In 
dry weather, it is very essential that the 
soil be stirred often. The air waters the 
frosh dug soil much more effectually than 
wecando. A man will raise more moia- 
toro with a spadejand a hoo’m a day than 
he can pour on the earth out of a watering 
pot ina week. Ifthe ground be suffered 
to become c and compact, the cool 
surface exposed for the reception of mois- 
ture is smaller, and what is deposited doos 
not enter into the earth farenough to be 
appropriated; but if the soil be loose and 
porous, the air ontors more deeply, and de- 
posits its moisture {beneath the surface. 
Almost any soil, in which aseed will ger- 
minate, may be made by continued hooing 
to produce a crop. Above all, Cut away 
every weed that appears. ‘One yoar # sood- 
ing makes soven year's weeding.” Tho 
only use of weeds is to make a necessity of 
tilling the ground more frequently. Woeds 
will come up in spite of our care, but much 


can be done to prevent their spreading or 
maturing.

the returns of the genoral election of 1876 

‘as the basis of comparison, wo find that in 
the 45 constituencies which were held by 
thom in 1875, and which they retained in 
the oloction of Thursday last, their majori- 
ties in 1875 aggregated 10,988, and in 1878, 
10,045, a decrease of 943. In tho 11 con- 
atituencies won by them from the Opposi- 
tion, tho Conservative majorities in 1876 
were 1,330, and tho Reform majorities in 
1879 were 1,833, the total Reform majori- 
ties in 1879 being thus 14,208. Tho state- 
ment on behalf of the Conservatives shows 
that in the 24 constituencies retained by 
them, their majorities.in 1875 amounted 
to 6,266, and in 1879 to 4,531, 4 decrease 
of 1,735. In tho 7 constituencies won from’ 
the Grits they overcame adverse majorities 
cast in 1875 footing up 1,247, and added to 
“these a majority of 499, or a total of 6,277. 
Thus the Grit majorities in 1879 exceed 
those of the Opposition by 7,931, a gain of 
but 3,209, or about 1 per cent of the total 
yoting population of the Province, whilst 
the total excess of votes cast in the Prov- 
ince in favor of the Government amounts 
to but a trifle over 2 per cent of the whole 
number of votes. 

Theso figures show that the strength of 
tho parties is about as equally divided as 
possible, though owing to manipulation the 
Government have carried very nearly two- 
thirds of the constituencies, There is thus 
every encouragement for Conservatives to 
look forward to the future with confidence, 
satisfied that they will need but to remain 
constant to their principles to secure a ma- 
jority of the people of the Provinco in their 
favor, and that the boasted reaction in fa- 
yor of the Grit party has a very slender 
foundation.

The Annual Drill, 


From the regulations for the annual drill 
of 1879-80 we glean the followi:fg :—In 
order to bring the expenditure for drill and 
training the Active Militia, for _the fiscal 
made"by Parliament, the strength” of the 
force to be drilled and paid for. that year. 
has been limited by Order in Council to 
20,000 officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men, and 1,276 horses, for a period of 
twelve days. 


In the selection from corps for drill of 
" 1879-80 Field Batteries of Artillery are to 
be first taken ; 2nd, Corps in cities ; 3rd, 
Corps nct drilled last year ; 4th, to com- 
plete quota authorized, Corps to be select- 
ed from the different arms in each District 
in proportion as their strength bears to 
each other, 

Rural Battalions desiring to perform the 
annual drillat Battalion Head Quarters 
incamp, will be paid twenty-five (25) 
cents in lieu of transport for going and 
twenty-five cents for returning for each 
non-commissioned officer and a man of In- 
fantry Companies, the Head Quarters of 
which are located at a greater ° distance 
than five (5) miles from the Battalion Head 
Quarters, and one cent for each additional 
mile, on the certificate of the Commanding 
Officer of the Battalion. Officers will ro« 
csive double the above proportion of trans- 
port allowance. No allowanco to be wrant- 
ed for distance under five (5) miles nor for 
oflicers and men drawing horse allowanco, 

Six clear days to bo spent in camp, 
during which period drill of six hours each 
day to be rigidly exacted : such six days to 
be exclusive of any Sunday that may in-

Such Rural corps us may not desire to 
Grill in camp under these Regulations, and 
City corps (excepting Field Batteries of

are the same that were occupied by Dom 
Pedro, 

The son of the Duke of Argyll, who ac- 
companies him, and who is well known in 
society here, having resided for three years 
in this city acquiring a knowledge of busi- 
ness, and who left avery pleasant remem- 
brance behind him—Lord Walter Camp- 
bell—bears a marked resemblance to his 
father, as, indeed, does the Marquis of 
Lorne ; but the bright orange-colored hair 
which feathers from the Duke's forehead 
likea Scotch plume, and his high cheek 
bones of the Highland man, are in them 
softened down by the less fiery hair and 
fairer, gentler character of feature derived 
from their Saxon mother, half a Howard. 
the daughter of the duchess of Sutherland. 
In appearance the McCallum More is in- 
tensely Scotch, and laoks to the life from 
the land of brown heath and shaggy wood. 
His small but lithe figure is firmly knit, 
the head erect and thrown back, and his 
arms when he rises in the House of Lords 
are generally folded across his breast, with 
agame cock, pugnacious air. The fore- 
head is yery fine, and the look from the 
eye straight, bold and truthful. Asa 
speaker he is voluble and vigorous, but 
rather monotonous, and his tongue has too 
much of the shrill, rough Doric of Scotia to 
make pleasant music to the ear. Still his 
style, clear and polished, and his strong 
views and carnest delivery of them, always 
command attention. He had not the .ad- 
vantaye of a University education, and of 
trying his intellectual thews in those great 
wrestling grounds of the youthof England, 
which might have rubbed off much of the 
ruggedness of his character. He was 
brought up entirely under private tuition, 
and educated not as a young man, but asa 
young marguis, This has given him an air 
of self-consciousness and pride of intellect 
which he in reality does not possess, and 
has made him personally unpopular with 
those who do not thoroughly understand 
his sterling worth and his many fine 
qualities, which must and do command 
respect and admiration in this country as in 
hisown. Hehas ever shown sympathy 
with his countrymen, and his heart has al- 
ways warmed to the tartan, as did that of 
his ancestor to Jeannie Deane’s, as beauti- 
fully told by Sir Walter Scott. Neither 
will it be forgotten that he has ever been 
the manly, outspoken friend of this coun- 
try, and not less in her darkest hour when 
the rebellion looked its brightest than now 
when it has won and fixed its unity, did he 
never despair of the republic, but by speech 
and act was unflinchingly true in his faith 
in her future. The Duke is not only an 
able speaker and statesman ; he is alsoa 
cultivated literary man, His career of 
authorship commenced when, at the age of 
nineteen, he published a ‘‘ Letter to the 
Peers by a Peer'a Son,” which was follow- 
ed by many valuable works on the ecclesi- 
astical condition and controversies of Scot- 
land. His later scientific works, ‘ The 
Reign of Law” and “ Primeval Man” are 
more ambitious and have won bim fame.

He had not the 
advantage which most of the men who haye 
attained eminenve in the British House of 
Lords possessed, of a previous training in 
the House of Commons, like Lords Russell 
and Granville, leaders on the Liberal, and 
Lords Beaconsfield and Salisbury on the 
Conservative side, When only 23 years 
old he succeeded to the long and magnifi- 
cent array of titles which decorate the 
dukedom of Argyll, and include eight titles 
as baron, two as viacount, three as earl, 
two as marquisond the dukedom. Tho old- 
est barony, that of Campbell, dates back to 
1445 —the oldest earldom to 1557 ; but the 
most extraordinary creation in the British 
peerago was that of 1701, when tho firat to 
wear the strawberry leaf was created at one 
and the same time Duke of Argyll, Marquis 
of Lore and Kintyre, Earl of Campbell and 
Cowoll, Viscount of Lockow and Gleni!la, 


and Baron Jnverary, Mull, Morven and 
Tire. These titles wero all, however, 
Scotch, It was not until1776 that a Duke 


of Argyll was permitted to tako his seat as 
Baron Sandridge and Hamilton the

The Manhattan Bank Robber. 


The wholo story of the Manhatten Say- 
ings Bank burglary is at last known through 
tho confession of the burglars. In New 
York, Saturday night, Captain Byrnes and | 
hin detective arrested Henry Glen, Patrick 
Sleyin and William Kelly, on the 
charge of being implicated in the robbery 
whereby money and securities worth nearly 
83,000,000 were stolen on the night of the 
27th of October, 1878, One of them has 
confeased the wholo plot to Captain Byrnes. 
The robbery wes planned more than three 
yeara ago, A burglar known as Little Tra- 
cey first concerted the scheme and organ- 
ized a band torob the bank, but it was 
broken up, however, by the arrest and 
conviction of moat of the members of the 
gang for other crimes, 

Then he organized a second gang, in 
which were Jimmy Hope, George Howard, 
John Dobbs, Jim Brady and others. They 
also had in league with them a man who is 
employed as watchman at odd hours in the 
bank. Two attempts were made by tho 
gang to rob the bank, but each failed 
through the inability of the watchman to 
meet his engagements, This gang was also 
broken up; but Hope, thoroughly con- 
vinced of the feasibility of the scheme, lost 
no time in reorganizing his forces, 

Dobbs (** Big Kid”), who was on foot 
again, and others equally skilled and des- 
perate, joined him, and the work began in 
earnest. On Sunday morning, when the 
friendly watchman was on duty in the 
bank, Hope was let into the building, and 
used his opportunity to thoroughly ex- 
amine the vaults, The next Sunday he re- 
turned and taught the watchman how to

He gave them the 
combination to the safe, being in mortal 
terror of his life. 

The detectives went to work, and after 
a long search, John Dobbs and the younger 
Hope were arrested. Watchman Slevin 
was shadowed early and late, and was 
found to be drinking hard and spending 
money lavishly. He was arrested a few 
days ago, and finally confessed the whole 
plot to Captain Byrnes, and Kelly was ar- 
rested on his return from the Jerome Park 
races. 

Slevin says each member of the gang 
was assessed $600 after getting their money 
share, which was sent to Washington to 
defeat the bill introduced in Congress to 
duplicate the stolen bonds, as if it passed 
it would be difficult to negotiate the orig- 
inals, Meanwhile, the various town bonds 
stolen were negotiated, and Slevin got 
$2,000 as his share therefrom, and Jimmy 
Hope went to Washington to have the bill 
stopped, 

Kelly, when arrested, denied his guilt, 
but when confronted with Slevin he burst 
out into a fit of swearing, and said, ‘The 
bank had to pay a dividend on June 1, 
and to do it would have to come to terms 
and settle with us.” 

Three more members of the gang aro yet 
at large, but are known and will soon be 
arrested, The trial of the youre Hope 
will begin on Wednesday,—£z, 


48tna Eruption. 


The eruption of Mount 2#tna bide fair to 
become one of the most notable of the century. 
Piedmont, at the foot of the northeastern 
slope of the mountain, is reported in almost 
total darkness from the cloudof ashes. Bian- 
cavilla, direstly opposite, oron the southwest- 
ern slope, is threatened by the lava currents, 
as is Randazzo, on the northwestern slope, 
Tho road from Aci Reale, on the southoast to 
Catania on the south, is reported blocked,and 
the fissures or new craters havo increased 
rapidly in oumber. ‘Chere is some gonfusion 
in the despatches, but the whole dtoa dis- 
trict is evidently in a stato of excitement and 
alarm, The points mentioned indicate that 
tho eruption is not “confined to tho north- 
wostern slope, but has extended to others,on~ 
dangering towns and districts north as well 
ans suuth, Aci Reale, mentioned in the de. 
spatches, is a city of about 20,000 inhabitants, 
located on tho coast, fifteen or sixteen miles 
from the great crater of Aitna. Biancayilla 
is about twelve miles from the contral crater, 
Randazzo about top, and Piedmont about 
eleven.

Storm iw Kans The region about 
Topeka, Kansas, was visited by a severo 
hail storm on the 9th inst. © A strip of 
country a mile wide was considerably 
damaged.

Otype Sutr-sumpixo Bustess,--Tho 
decline of the Clyde shipbuilding trade is 
exciting much uneasinoss. How great the 
decline is may be shown very briefly from 
statistics collected by the Glasgow Herald, 
In 1874 the steam tonnage built on the 
Olyde amounted to 183,144 tons, tho sail- 
ing tonnage to 69,166, or tu 252,310 tons 
in all, being 4 per cent. of the steam ton- 
nage built in the whole United Kingdom, 
end 394 per cent of the sailing tonnage, or 
43 per cent. of the whole. Last year the 
Clyde turned ont only 131,443 steam tons 
and 56,679 sailing tons; while the total 
tonnage built in the United Kingdom was 
8 per cont. greater than in 1874,

tamies. The Algonquins of Ontario num- 

ber 614, and the Messessaquws 728. None 
of the other tribes aro sufficiently numer- 
ous to be worthy of mention. In Manitoba 
and the North West territories the Chip-’ 
pewas are the most numerous tribe, The 
Crees and Salteaux are also numerous, the 
Blackfeet number 4,928 and the Sioux, all 
of whom are immigrants from the United 
States, 1,200, and yery unwelcome immi- 
grants some of them have been. The mere 
mention of the names of these tribes, many 
of whom are very warlike and have been 
famed for their cruelty in bygone years, 
suggests the heavy responsibility which is 
cast upon the Government of Canada in 
keeping them at peace with each other and 
with the white settlers. It isto be hoped 


that Canada may be spared the infliction of 
such Indian wars as our neighbors of the 
Baltes States have so frequently experien- 
ced.

County Council.

The Council assembled in the Shire Hall at 
2 p.m. to-day for tho transaction of business, 

Present,—His Honor the Warden and 
Messrs, Appleby, Anderson, Sills, Vando- 
waters, Vandervoort, Currie, Emo, Gordon, 
Leo, Francis, Montgomery, Parker, Tuttle, 
Auhloy, Weese, MoCroadio, Fitzgerald, Ayls- 
worth, Caskey, Vankleck, O'Flyun, Cooke, 
Gunter, Kavanagh, Parkhurst, MoDavitt, 
Robinson. 

‘The minutes of the previous mecting were 
read and approved. 

His Honor the Warden then addressed the 
Council as follows :— 

GENTLEMEN :—As you are aware our ro- 
gular adjourned meeting would have taken 
place last week, but for the Elections, it was 
thought advisable not to meet, and in con- 
sequence I have called this special meeting 
for general purposes, and which is the most 
important one of the year, the equalization 
of the Assessments and levying of Taxes in 
particular. The Auditors’ Report for 1878 
will be laid before you. Not having any 
March session, it could not be sooner done, 

‘The reports of the Gravel Road and Fin- 
ance Committees, covering the bridge ex- 
penditure, will be given you ; also, the re- 
port of the Committee on the Trenton Swing 
Bridge. 

Tho debentures to the North Hastings Rail- 
way have been handed over to the Trustees. 

I have countorsigned the County Surveyor’s 
requisitions to’the amount of $2,603.84. 

I was informed that the culvert ordered 
last session to be built near Finch’s, in Stir- 
ling, was not on a County road. Tho Conaty 
Survoyor bas ordered tho timber, and which 
has been delivered and paid for, $138.83, and 
as there will be a considerable amount requir- 
ed to do the work I directed the County Sur- 
veyor not to proceed with the work until af- 
ter the Council met. 

Iwas requested by the Reeve of Madoc 
Village to inspect a bridge over Deer Creek in 
that village, which we did together, and came 
to the conclusion that with some repairs it 
might be made to wear for some time. The 
timber was removed to Stoco, Since our in- 
spection, however, a heavy load going over 
the bridge has mado it unsafe, and the bridge 
will have to be rebuilt. The County Survey- 
or would be glad if you would appoint some 
wember of the Council to be associated with 
him in inspecting before recommending the 
erection of any new bridges, The opinion 
seems to prevail that sometimes bridges might 
be made to last longer ; as it now is the whole 
responsibility is upon the Surveyor, this 
would partially relieve, and as the expendi- 
ture on our bridges is necessarily very large 
extending over two hundred bridges and up- 
wards, they cannot be too cautiously guarded. 

My attention has been called by the Audi- 
tors to the Rogistrar’s return of fees to the 
County Treasurer, they claiming that a con- 
siderable additional sum should be paid the 
County. As the matter is one of importance, 
I would suggest that some action be taken at 
this seasion, by referring to a committee or 
referring to the Attorney General for his 
opinion as to whether the Auditors are cor- 
rect. 

Ihave had some correspondence with E. 
Horton, official stenographer, which I will 
read you. 

T have been served with papers in two suits 
as to our interest in the Grand Junction Rail- 
way, and have placed them in the County 
Solicitor’s hands for defence, I had hoped 
our settlement with the Company would havo 
kept us out of any further Jaw suits, but, as 
by our agreement, any costs incurred will 
have to be borne by the Company, it affects 
them more than the County, As the work is 
being prosecuted to Campbellford, it is likely 
that you will be required during the year to 
provide for the balance, $20,000, by the issue 
of debentures. 

In view of the increased taxation I should 
recommend that the expenditures be mado as 
low as possible—not forgetting the public in- 
terests—and that a sufficient sum be raised to 
cover all requirements and avoid an overdrawn 
bank account, 1 trust that our meeting will 
be one of harmony, and be conducive to the 
public good. 

The Warden then read the communication 
from E, Horton, asking whother his services 
would be required at the present Court. 

Uis Honor said after consulting with the 
Judgo ho had replied that if a fair copy of the 
evidence be taken that he would be ro-ongag- 
ed, and to this Mr, Horton replied that he 
could not do so, but would give the Judge a 
copy of any portion of his notes required, but 
he would supply copies of evidence to counsel 
on the usual terms, He had answered Mr, 
Horton that he could come to this Court, and 
as the Council would be in session an under.

systems of farming and feeding are chang- 
ed wo do not need to increase the acreage 
of our forage corn. 

Butthe condition of our farming are 
changing and improvements are constantly 
being made in all departments of the busi- 
ness, Winter butter making for home and 
export trade is largely increasing, and is 
sure to take high rank in the future of our 
agriculture, while the growing shipments 
of Ameriean beef and mutton to foreign 
markets give the most encouraging outlook 
to a coming system of live-stock feeding 
throughout New York and all New Eng- 
land. A system of farming, dairying and 
cattle feeding which might be built up up- 
on an intension of the growing (of forage 
corn, provided that corn fodder could be 
perfectly preserved green for winter feed, 
would lead to an increased wheat produc- 
tion in the Eastern States, an increased 
production of dairy products of the first 
class, and, through an incroase of the best 
home fertlizers, a lessening of expendi- 
tures in all directions and a moro self- 
supporting and steadily improving method 
of husbandry. Theaverage feeding capa- 
city of our grass land—now estimated at 
one ton of hay per acre—increased to at 
least twelve tous of forage corn—some say, 
under high culture, twenty tons—showing 
4 possibility of live-stock carrying capacity 
of our farms which is quite beyond our 
present comprehension, And yet all this 
1s easily demonstrated. 

“Tt seems a little extravagant at first 
thought,” says the Cultivator, “to believe 
that all these desirable changes rest upon 
and may be brought about through the in- 
troduction of a system of preserving forage 
corn in a green state during the winter 
time for feeding to milch cows, sheep and 
steerg,. thereby continuing, quite nearly, 
the conditions of perfect summer forage 
through the winter season, about which 
much has already been said; but, so far, 
there is much to expect from the system in 
this direction. The few positive illustra- 
tions of its practice which we have lead to 
the belief that the only drawback to the 
desirable results that would follow its use 
is a want of faith in its possibilities and an 
unwillingness to incur the expense which 
its introduction would involve. As our 
readers well understand the system is 
simply the packing away of chopped for- 
ago corn, or corn fodder, into frost-proof 
pits, or, as they are technically called, 
‘silos,’ from which it is taken in winter 
and fed to the farm stock. The fodder is 
cut green with a mower, then cut into inch 
pieces, packed solid in the pits (being 
faceee or trodden down), covered by a 
heavy weight of planks and fed out to the 
animals from day to day. The system is 
the Continental one, a single example in 
this country having been attended with 
such results as to lead many to think seri- 
ously of making a trial of the same on a 
moderate scalo, several farmers in this 
State having assured us they are to build 
silos the coming fall. - Some details in their 
construction may be reasonably deferred 
to a later issue,” 

Tho practical part of the question for 
farmers to consider now is whether they are 
so firmly persuaded of the value of the sys- 
tem as to enlarge somewhat their area of 
forage corn the present season, as it is dur- 
ing the next two or three weuks that their 
corn must be sown, And in’ deciding this 
gestion all the points must be considered.

‘he Founder of the Rothschild 
Family, 


The founder of this groat tinancial family, 
by namo Meyer Amache), was born in. tho 
Judengasse of Frankfort-on-tho-Main in 
1743, He was a son of « shrewd, but 
conscientiously honest Hebrew trader, 
Anselm Moses Rothschild. Dying in 1756; 
Meyer's father oxpressed the wish that hin 
son Would become a rabbi, and to that end 
proceeded to Furth, in Bavaria, to study 
theology. ‘Tho lad obeyed his father, but 


his taste for commercial pursuits soon 
overpowered him, and giving up the study 
of the Talmnd and rabbinical literature, he 
returned to Frankfort and went into busi- 
ness inasmall way. Attne eany aye ot 
seventeen he was widely and favorably 
known among his people for his ability and 
integrity. Oppenheim, a great Hanoverian 
banker of that day, chancing to be in 
Frankfort, secured him as a clerk, and 
eventually promoted him to the rank of 
associate manager ; but after long service 
with him Rothschild determined to return 
to Frankfort and embark in business on 
his ownaccount, In 1770 he married a 
young girl, Gertrudis Schnapper, who 
brought him a good dowry, and who bore 
him five sons and. asmany daughters, As 
a money-changer, exchange broker and 
general banker, Meyer Amschel Rothechild 
was prospering fairly when an incident to 
tho great French Revolution made his 
fortune, The Landgrave William of Hesse 
—Cassel, afterward elector, had inherited 
groat wealth from his father, Frederick IL, 
and Rothschild was recommended to him 
asan honest and prudent banker such as 
millionnaire German princes were much 
in need of during the Napoleonic era, The 
financier, having been sent for, found the 
landgrave playing chess-sv the legend runs 
with Baron Estorff, the friend who had re- 
commended Rothschild to him. The game 
was going against the landgrave, who ask- 
ed Rothschild if he knew anything of 
chess. | ‘‘ Enough, your highness,” was 
the reply, ‘‘to induce me, were [ playing 
your game, to castle on the king's side.” 
‘The landgrave acted on the suggestion, 
won the game, and complimented the bank- 
er on his clear-headedness in chess, which 
he was pleased to say indicated ,liko clear- 
headedness in business. This trifling mat- 
ter laid the foundations of solid relations 
between the prince and the monvy dealer, 
and Rothschild became the prince's banker. 
After Jena the elestor’s territories and 
riches were declared forfeited by Napoleon, 
who was about to build up the kingdom of 
Westphalia for his brother Jerome, and he 
was forced to fly, leaving about $5,000,000 
in silver, besides other treasures, in Roths- 
child’s keeping. Hidden in wine casks, 
buried in the earth or intrusted to faithful 
Hebrew friends, the money was kept by 
Meyer Amschel from falling into Napoleon's 
hands. He dicd cro the prominin Anpasit 
5 Had fi ofl Goi asa 
the last farthing. No interest was asked 
of the Rothschilds for the use of the money 
—the elector had.recetved usury in getting 
it back safe—though Meyer Amschel had 
calculated it and tendered the sum to the 
elector ; but just at this moment Napoleon 
escaped from Elba, and tho elector, in a 
panic for his possessions, handed the whole 
capital back to Rothschild, begging him to 
keep it at two per cent. per annum. It 
was finally repaid in 1823, but during the 
eight yearsfor which the Rothschilds had had 
its nse for nothing,and the nine years during 
which they had enjoyed its use at a low 
rate of interest it had enabled the house to 
establish itself at the head of the finances 
of Europe. Meyer Amschel sent his third 
son to England before the end of the 
eighteenth century. He himself became a 
recognized power in the world of high 
finance as carly as 1810, During the wars 
of the empire he took two loans for Den- 
mark of $4,000,000 each, great amounts 
for those days. He died in 1812, in the 
old house in the Judengasso, in which in 
1849 his widow also died, after surviving 
her husband thirty-seven years, and well- 
nigh rounding her own full century, Be- 
fore his death Meyer Amschel suinmoned 
his five sons, Amschel, Solomon, Nathan 
Meyer, Charles and James, from their 
homes in different parts of Europe to his 
bedside, and bade them swear to remain 
united in their business, They swore and 
divided Europe between them. Amechel, 
the eldest, remained at Frankfort ; he was 
born June 12th, 1773, and died December 
6th, 1855. Solomon, born September 9th, 
1774, went to Vienna, where he died July 
27th, 1865. The Emperor Francie I. of 
Austria ennobled the whole Rothschild 
family, and made all its members barons in 
1822, after the successful negotiation of a 
reat loan, When the emperor congratu- 
‘ated Solomon de Rothschild on this oper- 
atiop, the latter answered, ‘‘ Your Majesty 
may be sure that the house of Rothschild 
will always rejoice to oblige in any way 
the house of Austria,” Tho new nobles 
selected a sheaf of five golden arrows 
grasped in one hand as their arms, quartor- 
ing also the eagle of the Hapsburgs. It 
was shortly after this that Prince Talloy- 
rand in the lobby of the Opera at Paris 
presented Baron James de Rothschild to 
the head of the Montmorencys—‘‘tho first 
Jewish baron to the first Christian baron.” 
—N. Y. World.

British Possessions 
Africa, 


in South 


Tho South African dependencies of the 
British Crown are not only of amazing ex- 
tent, but they comprise @ variety of vec 
liar conditions dissimilar to those of any 
other colony. The combination of thes: 
circumstances present a problem of extreme 
intricacy, both to the Government at tho 
Cape and the Government of Great Britain, 
At the present moment it may be of interest 
if wo point out what those conditions are, 
The territory of Capo Colony has a breadth 
of about 300 miles, and a length from “East 
to West of about 800, comprising an area 
of 460,000 square miles, not including the 
recently annexed territory of the Trans- 
vaal, which consists of 120,000 
miles, as much as the whole of Ital: 
where it is stated at 40,000,000 acres; of 
which only 400,000 are under cultivation. 


Roughly speaking, this extent ia about 
equal to that of France, Germany, Belgium 
and Holland united, or five times the area 


of Great Britain. The land rises in ridges 
TTOML Vie olivewe eb dew Indinm Onnan tn 


leyel plateau at an elevation of 3,000 or 
4,000 feet. The rivers, descending from 
this height, are rapid and not navigable— 
impassable torrents at one season, or dried 
up in rocky channels in another, Forests 
are scarce, and, therefore, fuel not -abun- 
dant, The want of wood, both for con- 
struction and for fuel, tella in a variety of 
ways. Thus thereis scarcely a boarded 
floor in the whole upper country, and fires 
are only made for cooking. There is no 
hay, an inconvenient circumstance in a 
country where everybody rides or drives, 
horses and oxen are foddered on green 
corn-stalks dried, Hence the employment 
of cavalry and artillery in the country. is 
difficult,for horses are liable to a peculiarly 
fatal disease, and they must carry their 
forage with them. Mr, Trollope - affirms 
that the transport of a load of wood from 
the coast to Bloemfontein costs £15. Every- 
thing at the Cape depends on the supply 
of water and this is regulated by artificial 
means. With water you can grow corn, 
hay and trees; the difficulty lies in the 
process of irrigation. The soil is fertile 
when moistened, but it is parched in suin- 
mer, when the lack of water is felt, the 
surface being rich but not deep. This 
want of water is supplied to the flocks of 
sheep and herds of deer by the extraordi- 
nary abundance of succulent plants on 
which these animalsfeed. It is, therefore, 
a pastoral, not a crop-growing country, and 
is, in most parts, ill adapted to support & 
civilized population, Famines are not un- 
known ; the natives sometimes die by thou- 
sands of starvation, and even the British 
troops have suffered from want of supplies. 
Except meat and fish, almost al! the neces- 
saries of life are dear. The wool of South 
Africa sells in England for one-third less 
than the wool of Australia, the quality 
being inferior.

Ono thousand fivo hundred and eighty- 
five of the soldiera now in Zululand are un- 
der twenty-one years of age, and 905 have 
not boon in the army twelve months, 

Colonel Barrest, 19th Regiment, the in- 
yontor of the new soldiers equipment, has 
now brought out a now whistle,upon which 
all the Light Infantry calla can be sounded, 
and which is suporior in other ways to the 
instrument now in use, 

A large quantity of Gladstone axes,pick- 
axes, and shovels, about 40,000 in all, were 
shipped in the P. and O. Company's steam- 
er Ka Hind on Saturday last for Bom- 
bay, marked ‘Afghan Expedition’—eviden- 
tly for the purpose of making roads, 

Rexios or Exowe.—We had a sale at 
Ekowe of things that the Mounted Rifles 
left—viz, a ham weighing 6lbs. was sold at 
£7 6s.; Lib of tobacco was sold at 22s. 6d. ; 
one tin of pr ved"milk, 14s, 6d.; one tin 
of lobster, 138. 9d.; and Ihave seon 25s. 
offered for a small stick of tobacco weighing 
14 oz,—Letter from Ekowe, 

According to several private letters from 
the Cape, the British authorities aro made 
the victims of a system of wholesale robbery 
by the Natal colonists. Tho writers in ques- 
tion declare that as much as £400 is de- 
manded as the price of a common transport 
wagon, while the hire of one of these vehi- 
cles is put down at from £100 to £120 per 
month ! 


The Feld-Marshel Commanding-in-Chief 
has approved of a manual entitled The Ele- 
ments of Modern Tactics, practically ap- 
plied to English formations, being used ex- 
perimentally as a text-book during the 
present scason by the Aldershot division, 
At the end of the drill season the general 
commanding is to call upon the officers of 
various ranks for their opinion on the 
work, 

They havo a shot in the 12th Surrey 
Rifles who bids fair to rival the historic 
personage who shot at a pigeon and killed 
acrow. He recently, at Kingston, aimed 
at a wall,and missing that signiticant,object 
hit two mulberry trees, The ingenuity 
of his exploit was only outdone by that of 
his excuse. He said he inadvertently 
used ‘ a blank cartridge with a bullet in it. 

In accordance with instructions from the 
Horse Guards, volunteering has been 
opened in six of the infantry regiments at 
the eamp for corps that are serving at the 
Cape of Good Hope and in India. The men 
whose services are accepted will receive the 
usual bounty. The 26th Cameronians, tho 
41st and 26th Regiments, and the Ist Bat- 
talion Rifle Brigade are the corps which 
havo not been opened for volunteers. 

There will bea number of promotions 
among the Admirals this month, owing to 
the compulsory retirement, at the age of 
seventy, of Admiral of the Flect,Sir Henry 
Keppel. ‘This will raise Admiral Hornby, 
at present commanding the Mediterranean 
Squadron ; and a vacancy will be made in 
this charge,and rumor gives it to a popular 
Scotch officer, Vice Admiral Sir Reginald 
Macdonald. There is a good deal of sub- 
dued talk, also, asto the [Duke of Edin- 
burg again going on active service. 

A very proper suggestion is made that 
the valuable British soldier should be 
taught to shoot better ; and the proof that 
he does not shoot well is undeniable when 
wo know that at Ginghilova the loss of the 
enemy has been estimated at from 500 to 
1,000. Taking the higher number, and 
reckoning our own troops at 5,000, it took 
fiye men firing away for an hour and a half 
to kill one Zulu. Even at Rorke’s Drift, 
in a twelve hours’ combat, most of it at 
close quarters, 130 Englishmen slew 600 of 
the enemy, or about four a-piece ! 

It is considered more than probable in 
naval circles that the armour, cased wood- 
ed ship Repulse ia to be again sent out to 
the Pacificas flag-ship. She has been in 
dockyard since the commencement of last 
year, and will have cost « censiderable sum 
before she is ready for her pennant. The 
estimated expenditure on the hull alone is 
£20,000, and she is being fitted up with 
twelye White-head torpedoes, the four 
ports for fighting them being just before 
and abaft the battery on the main deck, 

The Government will propose to the 
committee to examine the question of army 
service that any man who has proviously 
served shall be allowed to rejoin the army 
when he pleases, provided that his ago is 
not a bar to his doing so ; that the reserves 
shall be made ayailable for service at any 
time may bo needed, without a formality 
of asking Parliament being reauired ; that 
men, if they please, shall be allowed to en- 
list for long service in any regiment, and 
that the practice of letting men go into the 
resorvos after three years’ service shall be 
very much modifed,

Blasting Gelatine. 


The latest and most powerful oxplosive 
is called ‘ blasting gelatine.” It contains, 
however, no gelatine, and is simply @ mix- 
ture of nitro-glycorine and gan-cotton 
Baden Pritchard has published in Nature 
an account of this now agent, and of a 
modification of it devised by Prof. Abel, of 
the British War Department. Most of tho 
explosives which have recently been intro- 
duced are but the results of silght changes 
effected in gun-cotton or nitro-glycorine. 
Gun-cotton is made by subjecting a woody 
fibro to the action of strong nitric acid and 
sulphuric acid, tho latter acid being om- 
ployed to absorb moisture and preserve the 
efficiency of the nitric acid. Nitro-glycer- 
ino is the result of a combination of glycor- 
ino and the same acids. Gun-cotton can 
be used with good effect just as it is manu- 
factured, but to overcome tho difficulties 
attending tho uso of nitro-glycorine it was 
mixod with silicous clay and called dyna- 
mito, and with powdered charcoal and nitre 
in addition to earth, and called lithofrac- 
tour, and so on, All of the expedionta tried 
to facilitate the handling of nitro-glycorino 
proved to bo at the expense of a loss of 
efficiency. Tho best dorivative con od 
but 75 por cont. of the active explosive, 
Nobol at length discovered that gun-cotton, 
if not nitrofiod as much as military gun- 
cotton, (tri-nitro-cellulose,) but remaining 
ha photographer's pyroxilin, can be  din- 
solved to the extent of 7 por cont, in nitro- 
‘and that a jelly-like mass is pro: 
duced, without any inactive substances und 
explosive and 0 bustiblothroughout. ‘This 
product is the “blasting gelatine,” which 


glycorine, 


be made by simply rolling up the matorial | 
in paper envelopos. Prof. Abel seoms to 
havo obtained a much more violent oxplo- 
sive by making the “gelatine” still more 
solid by the addition of about 10 per cent. 
of the highly nitrifed gun-cotton. This 
latter modification appears better suited 
for the purpose of war than the blasting 
gelatine which will, no doubt, soon be 
adopted in city engineering

Colonel O'Gorman Mahon. 
A CAREER WHICH NIVALS MUNCHAUSEN, 


One of the most remarkable men alive, 
says the London Morning Advertiser, has 
boon added to the roll of members of Par- 
liament by the election of Colonel O'Gor- 
man Mahon, for the County Clare. It is 
doubtful whether, outside the record of 
Munchausen or his many rivals, there is to 
be traced a more extraordinary carver than 
that of the gallant patriarch who will re- 
sume his seat in the Imperial Legislature 
after a twenty years’ interval of absence 
from it. But it is a longer time than that 
since the Colonel entered Parliament. He 
was clected in 1830 by the constituency 
which adopted him again last Saturday, af- 
ter nearly forty years. In the interim the 
Colonel has amused himself with other 
than political pursuits. He had fought 
eighteen duels, in six of which he was 
wounded by the enemy's fire, in sovon of 
which he pinked his man, and in five of 
which honor was satisfied without hurt to 
eithes principal. His affairs of honor were 
but trivial episodes’ in the strangely varied 
and adventurous career of the member for 
Clare. He began his career in 1828—over 
half a century ago—asone of that “fighting 
brigade” whose duty and delight it was to 
support at fifteen paces or so,whatever Mr, 
Daniel O'Connell said of a political or per- 
sonal antagonist, Thon he went into Parli 
ment. The turnof time found hima journal- 
ist in Paris, where, had hebeen contemporary 
with the fire-eating Paul de Cassagnac, 
Greek would have met Greek. Then he 
plunged into finance and politics, and dis- 
ported in the troubled waters of both. 
Having skimmed the cream of Old World 
excitement ho set out like a knight errant 
in quest of fresh exploits. His search met 
with more success than falls to the lot of 
the crowd. Joining the Peruvian army, 
he rose to the rank of commander-in-chief, 
There was a question of appointing him 
President of the Republic, but he evaded 
the perilous eminence by throwing up his 
exalted post in a fit of ennui and passing 
into the naval service of Chili, the neighbor 
State. The ex-generalissimo of the Peru- 
vian land forces actually became Lord High 
Admiral of the Chilian fleet—such as it was, 
Colonel O'Gorman is a cousin of Major 
O’Gorman—a fact which will not render 
him less welcome to all who appreciate 
rollicking humor anda natural geniality 
which is altogether above the petty spiteful- 
ness of Irish ‘* national” politics. The 
Colonel isa home ruler of course, but we 
doubt if he will identify himself with the 
obstructive section of the party. He is full 
of life and vigor in spite of his age, but if 
he has the energy of a partisan he has the 
instincts and habits ofa gentleman. His 
adventures would make a singularly inter- 
esting memoir ; and if he would only leave 
politics to his colleagues and oblige the 
world, we should welcome from his own 
hand the story of his life from year to year. 


Anatomy of Starvation. 


A book of startling information has re- 
cently appeared in London, from the pen of 
the Rey, S. G. Osborne, in which occurs 
the following terrible description of phe- 
nomena of starvation:— 

“From my own experience last year and 
on the present occasion, 1 can vouch that 
starvation has its own distinct external 
physical phenomena. In grown up persons 
besidesan amount of attenuation which 
seems to have absorbed all appearance of 
flesh and muscle, and to have left the bone 
of the frame barely covered with some coy- 
ering which has but little resemblance to 
anything we would esteem to be flesh ; the 
skin of all the limbs asume a peculiar char- 
acter; it is rough to the touch,very dry,and 
did it not hang in places in loose folds, 
would be more of tho nature of parchment 
than anything else with which 1 could com- 
pare it. Tho eyes are much sunk into tho 
head and have a peculiar, dull, painful 
look. the shoulder bones are thrown up so 
high that that the column of the neck seem 
to have sunk, as it wore, into the chest;the 
face and head,from the wasting of the flesh 
and the prominence of the bones, have a 
skull-like appearance; the hair is very thin 
upon the head ; there is over the counten- 
ance a sort of pallor, quite distinct from 
that which utter decline of physical power 
generally gives in those many diseases in 
which life still continues after the almost 
entire consumption of the muscular part of 
the body. Thoskin over the chest bones 
and upper part of the stomach is stretched 
so tight thatevery angle and curve of the 
sternum and ribs stand out in relief. No 
words can describe the appearance of the 
arms. From below the elbow the two 
bones (the radius and the ulna) seem to be 


stripped of every atom of flesh. If you 
take hold of the ites skin withintho elbow 
joint, and lift the arm by it, itcomes away 
in a largo thin fold, as though you had lift- 
ed ono side of a long narrow bag in which 
some loose bones had been placed. There 
is ono comfort to be found in theso sad 
cases, thore does not appear great present 
pain. It has never boen my lot to hear 
one single child, suffering from famine or 
dysentery, utter a moan of pain. I have 
soon many in tho very act of death ; atill, 
not a tear, notacry, Ihave scarcely over 
seen ono endeavor to change his or her 
position. “I havo nover heard one ask for 
food, for wator, for anything. Two, three 
or four in a bed, there they lie and dio ; if 
suffering, still ever silent, unmoved,

Repairs were ordered to be made to the 
stone embankment at Bridgewater ; the bridge 
at Mud Creek, Tyendinaga, was ordered to 
be repaired, also that near Waterhouso's, in 
Hungerford, 

Mr. Ashley moved, seconded by the War- 
dep, that an appropriation of $300 be made 
for rooting trusses and painting bridges.— 
Carried. 

Mr. Appleby stated that the bridge at 
Lonadalo is rotten, and it would be moro 
economical to rebuild it. _ 

Mr, Curry was of opinion that there would 
be a saving by building an iron bridge there, 

Mr, Vankleok thought the bridge could be 
temporarily repaired for the present, and the 
timber could be procured next winter.

THIRD DAY—MORNING SESSION. 
Tuunspay, June 12, 

The Council resumed at 10 a. m. 

The minutes of yesterday's proceedings 
were read and approved. 

A petition was presented for a grant to 
complete the boundary line between Tyen- 
dinaga and Hungorford. 

REPORTS, 

The Public Accounts Committee roport- 
ed, stating the expenditure up to date and 
estimating the total requirements for the 
year on bridges at $9,500, 

The report was adopted. 

The special committee as to short hand 
reporting of the Court reported that Mr, 
Horton demanded $10 a day, at which rate 
they did not feel at liberty to engage him 
permanently. 

Tho report was adopted, 

The Gravel Roads Committeo reported 
that $5,481 had been expendedj on the 
gravel roads so far this year, in purchase of 
gravel and other material, and clearing 
away snow drifts. The Gravel Roads 
Superintendent's report is commended,and 
an. appropriation of $12,100 for gravel 
roads and $500 to assist farmersin building 
tight board fences to keep down snow drifts 
on the gravel roads, 

Mr. Ashley moved tho adoption of the 
report, 

Mr. Gunter wished the road from the 
Madoc boundary of Millbridge to be placed 
under the charge of the Superintendent. 

Mr. Ashley said it was not deemed ad- 
visable to do this at the present time. 

The report was adopted. 

Tho report of the Committee on Esti- 
mates, showing the following requirements 
for the services of the present year ;

Council he should support tho proposed in- 
crease, 

Mr. Emo anid that some yoars ago one of 
tho most efficiont doctors in Belleville had 


of charge by himeelf and his clerk, the only 
person paid for his work being the foreman. 
These roads coat the Township $10,599.77, 
which estimate was rather below the actual 
cost. The County had granted $2,000 on 
these roads, $200 of which had been ex- 
pended in Hungerford, so their outlay was 
28,799.77. No other municipality in the 
County had built any roads, and they two 
stood alone in that regard. In consequence 
of the heavy expense of building these roads 
the municipality had fallen behind in its 
payments, aud besides, the depreciation in 
the assessed value of wild lands also largely 
lessened their receipts. There was nothing 
due on their debenture of $2,500 held by 
the County, and the next two instalments 
would be paid in advance of their being due. 
If the sum of $1,779.45 due by the munici- 
pality were rebated, they would still have 
expended over $7,000 in addition to what 
they had got from the County, which would 
thus have received twice as much in value 
of the grayel roads in Elzevir as it had 
given. Therefore thoy asked this rebate. 
For the last twenty-one years they had 
received an average grant of $163.88 
from the County for their roads, which 
had been expended on them. On their 
eight bridges the grants had averaged 
$44.17. They could not now manage to 
get along without assistance from the 
County Council, as the municipal Council 
had against his advice granted money on 
roads outside of County roads, which money 
should have govo to the County, They 
were behind hand and could not make it 
up. they had expended their money on the 
County roads, and now they had come to 
the County Council to ask to bo relieved 
of at least a portion of their taxes. Ho 
‘asked them to take the prayer of the peti- 
tion into their consideration and grant the 
relief asked. 

Mr. Ashley asked how the County had 
been the gainer by the bnilding of the gravel 
roads. 

Mr Flint replied that the County had 
the value in the roads, and if other muni- 
cipalities would build their gravel roads the 
County taxes would bo but light. 


Mr. Ashley said there soemed to be no 
doubt that the County would have to do 
something. It should be a warning to 
other municipalities not to follow a similar 
course, and for the people to put up with 
rather poorer roads, Tho subject should 
be approached with caution, as other mu- 
nivipalities might be tempted to do the 
same.

Customs Appraisement. 


Tn order to put a atop to the frauds on 
the Customs Department by the under- 
yaluation of goods imported, which has 
been carried on by dishonest persons for 
years, and which the recent increaso in the 
tariff would forma strong temptation to 
continue and extend, the Government ap- 
pointed a Board of Appraisers to examine 
invoices and place valuation on goods as to 
the value of which there is any doubt. 
The Board of Appraisers, notice of whose 
appointment has lately appeared, are now 
meeting at Montreal, hence the following 
remarks of the Hamilton Spectator on tho 
subject will bo of general interest at the 
present time :— 

The Minister of Customs has been mak- 
ing a most praiseworthy effort to.bring the 
appraisership work of the Customs Depart- 
ment as near to perfection as possible, For 
soveral years past this branch of the De- 
partment has been the cause of constant 
complaint from the mercantile community. 
Year after year the matter has-been brought 


plan after plan had been suggeated as a 
remedy, At ono time the plan of specially 
training appraisers for their work has found 
favor, and at another that of remoying 
them from ono port to another every year 
or two has been strongly advocated. 
Though the complaints have not been with 
out an undertono of unpleasant suggestion 
about positive unfairness, the burden of 
them has not looked in that way. Want 
of uniformity in appraisements at various 
ports has been the chief complaint mado, 
Amerchant in Hamilton, for instance, 
would find himself undersold in some article 
by a merchant in Montreal. He was pur- 
chasing iton terms which ought to have 
given it to him at the cheapest rate; he was 
selling it at the lowest rate which any mer- 
chant would consider safe to cover the risk 
ron, and yet he was undersola by his Mon- 
treal competitor. An investigation would 
at length show that the appraiserin Mon- 
treal took a different view of the classifica- 
tion of the article from the appraiser in 
Hamilton. The classification of the one 
would bring itunder a different rate of 
duty from tho classification of the other. 
In these days of close margins in profit the 
i®jury done to importers from this conse 
Was aconstant ‘source of irritation and 
mado business calculations provokingly un- 
certain. It is evident that an efficient ap 
Praisor here and there was no remedy for 
this evil. One inefficient officer in any one 
of the larger ports would neutralize the ef- 
ficiency of all the others. When itis con 
sidered how multiform an appraiser's know- 
ledge must be in order to avoid mistakes, 
it will be ween that the Minister of Cna- 
toms hos no small piece of work vpon 
his hands. Very few men are experts 
in more than one branch of business, and 
they are very exceptional men who are ex- 
pertain any great number of them. Tho 
sppraiser, in order to discharyo his duty 
with reasonable satisfaction, must have a 
fioattering, at lenst, of nearly all kinds of 
knowledge, The invoice of drugs in 
abbreviated Latin, which would bea puzzle 
even to the rcholar, must be familiar to 
him. He must have such a knowledge o 
chemistry, and such dexterity in the hand 
ling of chemical instroments, as will enable 
him to apply the tests required for many 
substances which can only be properly 
appraised in that manner, Tho color of 
sugar which indicates No. 9 ~ or any other 
number— Dutch standard,should be fainiliar 
to his eye, and he should be as familiar 
with the handling of the polariscope as the 
carpenter is with the chisel or plane. if 
he cannot tell the difference between a 
Rodgers pen knife and an inferior article 
his valoation will be astray, Ifa piece of 
Valenciennes Ince can be palmod off upon 
him for laco of some other kind he is liable 
to be imposed upon. Multiply the neces. 
sary knowledge by all tho thousands of 
articles which comes through the custom 
houno, and add a knowledge of the prices 
in foreign markets, and it will bo soon that 
the porfect appraiser is well nigh human 
impossibility. Still vory much can be done 
to improve the system as it has existed for 
yearn past. Attho larger ports tho ap- 
praiser can bo aupplemonted by assistants 
skilled in leading lines of trade, taking due 
precaction to seo that they are skilled,

Board of Customs, as authorized by the 
recently passed Tariff Act, This Board is 
to consist of tho Commissioner of Customs, 
as chairman, and three other mombors, and 
the duty of tho Board is to collect infor- 
mation from all quarters bearing upon the 
market value of goods and to communicate 
with all Collectors of Customs in roference 
to the same for the guidance of their ap- 
praisers, Alloases whore there is doubt 
aro to be referred to them for decision, 
with, however, an appeal to the Minister 
of Uustoms, which, of courso, is equivalent 
to an appeal to tho Governor-in-Council. 
Tho Board met to-day in Montreal for tho 
firat timo, and tho appraisors of all thé 
loading porta have been inatructod to meot 
with them, Evenif all mistakos are not 
ayoided by means of this Board, it can, at 
least, seoure uniformity of appraisement, 
and with an intelligont and progressive 
staff of appraisers the mistakes should bo 
reduced to insignificance, 

Comparatively few people fully realize 
how important the work is which the Min- 
ister of Customs is fashioning into shape, 
Singular as our increased imports wero 
from the United States during the depres- 
sion, the amount of them tabulated in Offi- 
cial returns did not tell the whole story by 
any means, If the quantity of the articles 
instead of tho price at which they passod 
the custom house, could be told, the in- 
crease would be shown to be vastly greater 
than has yetappeared. Low as prices went

Railway Statistics. 


Some interesting figures about Railways 
have been given to the public in a report 
recently issued by Mr. O J. Brydges. The 
railways in operation in Canada comprise 
6,143 miles, while 1,762 are under construc- 
tion. Within the last two years some 570 
miles of railway have been completed, while 
by 1881, when the gap in the line from 
Thunder Bay to Winnipeg will be built, 
thera will be an additional 450 miles con- 
structed. Of Government and municipal 
assistance there lias been granted no less a 
sum than $98,698,942, which does not in- 
clude the $2,000,000 granted last session 
for tho railway from Thunder Bay to Win- 
nipeg. There were carried during the year 
by these various railways 6,443,924 passen- 
gers, an increase of 6 per cent. over the pre- 
vious year, and 7,883,472 tons of freight, 
an increase of 16 per cent. in the same time, 
The total receipts of all the railways were 
$20,520,078, and the expenses $16,100,102, 
giving a net profit on the working of $4,419,- 
976. Eleven passengers were killed, and 
twenty-five injured. The employees fared 
much worst, for there were 45 killed and 
300 injured, no less than 110 accidents oc- 
curring while the men were coupling cars,

The retiring Moderator, Rev. Dr. Jenkins, 
of Montreal, preached the annual sermon. 

Tho Rev. Dr. Reid was unanimously elected 
Moderator for the ensuing year. 

Committees on Bills and overtures, also on 
Commissions. were appointed and the Assem. 
bly was dismissed. 

On Thursday after the usual exercises, the 
first order of business was the reception of 
applications from Presbyteries to receive min- 
isters from other churches.

John Roy, member of the Saginaw 
Presbytery, Mich., by the Stratford Preaby- 
tery ; T. N. Regay, by the Toronto Presby- 
tery ; J. A. R. Dickson, of the Congregational 
Chureb, Toronto, by the Toronto Presbytery , 
G. A. Smith, by the Presbytery of Saugeon ; 
Rev. Luke Cunningham, of the Methodist 
Church, by the Sydney Presbytery; Rev. J. 
Elliott, Methodist Episcopal Church, by the 
London Presbytery, 

The Presbytery adjourned until 3 o'clock. 


Church of Scotland Synod. 


The annual meeting of the Synod of tho 
Church of Scotland in Canada (tho anti-Union- 
ists) opened in Toronto, on Tuesday. The 
Rey, John Macdonald, of Buckbridge, was 
chosen Moderator, The Rev, Gavin Lang 
acted as clerk in the absence, through illness, 
of the Rey. Mr. Burnet. The Globe says: 

Mr. T. A. McLean called attention to the 
question of having a public meeting called for 
the purpose of discussing the present position 
and relations of the Church, regarding which 
thero was, he thought, some difference of 
opinion. 

After some discussion on a motion to hold

this evening.

HANLAN HARD AT WORK, | 


(From the Mails Cable.) 
Newoasrie-on- Tyne, Juno 12. 

Tho weathor has been rainy and disagree- 
ablo all day to-day, but the water was in 
fairly good condition, In tho forenoon 
Hanlan pulled a good soven miles, doing 
two and a half at racing spood, and mains 
taining almost throughout tho wholo 
journey tho fast stroke for him of thirty- 
five to the minute, Elliott rowed five 
miles, half of the distance striking thirty- 
four totho minute.

The Right Hon, John Bright, M. P., in an 
address on temperance, referring to the sin of 
drunkenness, said :—‘'To drink deeply—to 
be drunk—is asin; thisis not denied, At 
what point does the taking of strong drink 
become a sin?

We supposea man 
perfectly sober who has not tasted anything 
which can intox cate ; one glass excites him, 
and to some extent disturbs the state of sn- 
briety, and so far destroys it; another glass 
excites him still more ; a third fires his eyo, 
heats his blood, loosens his tongue, inflames 
his passions ; a fourth increases all this; a 
fifth »nakes him foolish and partially insane ; 
a sixth makes Bim) savage ; venth or an 
cighth makes him etupid—a senseless, degrad- 
ed mass ; his reason is quenched, his faculties 
are for the time destroyed. Every noble and 
generous and holy principle within him with- 
ers ; and the image of God is polluted and de 
filed. This is sin; awfol sin; for drunkards 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. But 
where does the sin begin? At tho first glass, 
at the first step towards complete intoxiva- 
intoxication—or at the sixth, or seventh, or 
eighth? Is not every step from the natural 
state of the system towards the state of stupid 
intoxica ion an advance in sin, and a yielding 
to the unwearied tempter of the soul!

Thousands of people, if we may believe re- 
ports, are now huddled together on the 
banks of the Mississippi, far from their 
homes and rapidly exhausting the means 
they had collected to defray the expenses 
of transportation to Kansas, and appeals 
are now being made in Northern cities for 
aid for these unfortunatepeople in their ex- 
tremity. The number of people congre- 
gated on the river bank is estimated at 


starvation. Referring to this outrage, 
the Boston Advertiser says :— The emi- 
grants are our own countrymen. They 
started in perfectly good faith, relying on 
our laws. They come ro the Mississippi, 
snpposing it has been opened to the com- 
merce of mankind, When they arrive 
there, they find that the captains of steam- 
boats are afraid to take them on their way 
for fear of offending the planting interest.

the moat successful yacht of the floct last 
season, Tho Surprise had also many ad- 
mirers, on account of her former fine repu- 
tation, the recent shipping of a very light 
spar, and the fact that Cuthbert would sail 
her, The standing-keel Sylvia was not ex- 
pected todo much, unless in case of & heavy

The course, it may be said, wasa triangle

approached the south shoro buoy the wind

The tacts in the Case of the Great 
Beef Contract 


By Mark 

In as fow words as possible I wish to lay 
bofore the nation what share, ‘howsoever 
amall, I have had in this mattor —this mat- 
tor which has #0 oxercised the public mind 
engendered so much ill-feeling, aud so fill- 
0 | od the newspapess of both continents with 
distorted statements and oxtravagant com- 
monts. 

The origin of this distrossful thing was 
this—and I assort hore that every fact in 
the following resume can be amply proved 
by the official records of the General Gov- 
ornment;—

on Mackenzio, of Rotterdam, 
Chemung county, Now Jersey, decoased, 
contracted with the General Government, 
on or about the 10th day of October, 1861, 
to furnish to General Sherman the sum to- 
tal of thirty barrels of beef,

Ho started aftor Shorman with tho beef, 
but when ho got to Washington, Sherman 
had gone to Manassas ; so he took tho beof 
and followed him to Nashvillo, and from 
Nashyillo to Chattanooga, and from 
Chattanooga to Atlanta—but he never 
could overtake him. At Atlanta he took 
fresh start and followed him clear through 
hia march to the sea. Ho arriyed too late 
again by.a few days; but hearing that 
Sherman was going out in the Quaker City 
excursion to the Holy Land, ho took 
shipping for Beirut, calculating to head 
off the other vessel. When he arrived in 
Jerusalem with his beef, he learned that 
Sherman had not sailod in the Quaker City, 
but had gone to tho Plains to fight the 

Indians. He returned to America, and 
started for the Rocky Mountains, After 
sixty-oight days of ardouus travel on tho 
Plains, and when he had got within four 
miles of Sherman's headquarters, he was 
tomahawked and scalped, and the Indians 
got the beef, They gotall of it but one 
barrol. Sherman's army captured that,and 
so, even in death, the bold navigator partly 
fulfilled his contract. In his will, which he 
had kept like a journal, he bequeathed the 
contract to his son, Bartholomew W. Bar- 
tholomew W. made out the following bull, 
and then died :—

He died then ; but he left the contract 
to Wm. J. Martin, who tried to colloct it, 
but died before he got through. He left it 
to Barker J, Allen, and he tried to collect 
italso, He did not survive. Barker J. 
Allen left it to Anson G. Rogers, who at- 
tempted to collect it, and got along as far 
as the Ninth Auditor's office, when Death, 
the great Leveller, came all unsummoned, 
and foreclosed on him also. He left the 
bill to a relative of his in Connecticut, Ven- 
geance Hopkins by name, who lasted four 
weeks and two days, and made the best 
tinie on record, coming within one of reach- 
ing the Twelfth Auditor, In his will he 
guvo the contract bill to his uncle, by the 
namo of O-be-joyful Johnson, It was too 
undermining for Joyful. His last words 
were : ‘ Weep not for me—I am willing to 
go.’ And so he was, poor soul. Seven 
people inherited the contract after that ; 
but they all died. So it came into my 
hands at last. It fell tome through a rela- 
tive by the name of Hubbard—Bethlehem 
Hubbard, of Indiana, He had hadagrudge 
against fi6 for 4 long time ; but in his last 
moments he sent for me, and forgave me 
everything, and, weeping, gave mo the beef 
contract. 

This ends the history of it up to the time 
that I succeeded to the property. I will 
now endeavor to set myself straight before 
the nation in everything that concerns my 
share in the matter. I took this beef con- 
tract, and the bill for mileage aud trans- 
portation, to the President of the United 
States. 

He said, ‘Well, sir, what can I do for 
yout” 

I said, ‘ Sire, on or about the 10th day 
of October, 1861, John Wilson Mackenzie, 
of Rotterdam, Chemung county, New 
Jersey, deceased, contracted with the 
General Government to furnish to General

He stopped me there, and dismissed me 
from his presence—kindly, but firmly. The 
next dayTI called on the Secretary of 
State. 

He said, ‘ Well, sir ?’ 

*Tsaid, ‘ Your Royal Highnoss ; on or 
about the 10th day of October, 1861, Joho 
Wilson Mackenzie, of Rotterdam, Chemung 
county, New Jersey, deceased, contracted 
with the General Government to furnish 
to General Sherman the sum total of thirty 
barrels of beef. ?

They had nothing to do with army con- 
tracta for boof. |f moved upon the Commia-

During 
that wock I got through the Olaims De- 
partment; the third week I began and 
completed tho Miaslaid Contracts pa 
artment, and got a foothold in the ead 
Reckoning department.

There 
wore sixteon beautiful young ladies in the 
room, writing in books, and there wore 
soven well-favored young clerks showing 
them how. ‘fhe young women smiled oP 
over their shoulders, and the clorks smile:

“You must get the tomahawk, You 
must produce the Indian and the toma- 
hawk. If Mackenzie's death can be proven 
by these, you can then go before the Com- 
mission appointed to audit claims with 
some show of getting your bill under such 
headway that your children may possibly 
live to receive the money and enjoy it. But 
that man’s death must be proven, How- 
ever, [ may as well tell you that the Gov- 
ernment will never pay that transportation 
and those travelling expenses of the Ja- 
mented Mackenzie.

This is all I know about the great boof 
contract, that has croated ad much talk in 
the community. Tho clerk to whoin I be- 
queathod it died. I know nothing further 
about the contract, or any one connected 
with it. I only know that if man lives 
long enough he can traco a thing through 
the Ciroumlocution Office of Washington, 
and fiud out, after much labor and trouble 
and delay, that which he could have found 
out on the first day if the business of the

Hanlan Wins Again. 


Ono more has boon added to tho long list 
of victories achieved by Edward Hanlan, 
our Canadian champion sculler, by his easy 
dofeat of William Elliott, of Pegswood, the 
champion and undoubtedly tho beat oars- 
man in England. Tho result was fully an- 
ticipated from the ridiculously easy manner 
in which Hanlan disposed of John Hawdon 
—admittedly ono of tho beat second class 
mon in England—on tho 5th of May, but 
it was thought that Elliott would hayo at 
least been able to make a close race with 
his rival for the premiorship in aquatic 
skill, especially as ho had adopted a slower 
stroke and the long slide, as used by Han- 
lan. @hat Hanlan was able to win so 
easily proves not only that ho is a pheno- 
monal scullor, but that the mother country 
has fallen bohind tho age in fine ofrsman- 
ship, as we should judge that Courtney, 
Ross, Morris and Riley, and probably some 
others of tho scullers on this continent 
could beat Elliott, who is genorally consid- 
ered to be tho fastest sculler England has 
produced since the death of James Ren- 
forth. ‘This shows beyond a doubt that the 
atyle of rowing in England has deterior- 
ated since the days of Chambers and Kelly, 
who rowed tho same long sweeping stroke 
which has borne Hanlan on to victory, 
and which was discarded by Renforth—a 
man of wonderful, powers—and carried to 
the extremo of snatchiness by those far less 
able men who succeeded him. The aquatic 
fame of Englaud has received a rude shock, 
but as Britons are proverbially a persover- 
ing and plucky race they. will now settle 
down to learning and putting in practice 
the new ideas which Hanlan and Ross have 
taught thom, and within a short time wel 
shall hear of dpughty “‘knights of the oar 
arising there, who are able to hold their 
own against all comers. 


By this last victory Hanlan becomes really 
although not nominally ‘ champion of the 
world,” that title having been arrogated to 
himself by Edward Trickett, of Australia, 
when he defeated Joseph Sadler, the then 
champion of England, in 1876. How far 
Trickett, who never dared to face the 
American oarsmen, is entitled to that high- 
sounding title cau be discerned from the 
example which Hanlan has made in Eng- 
land of Elliott—a man very much superior 
to Sadler, even in his best day, and who, 
it will be remembered, was near the close

Knowledge in Dairying. 


(From Rural New Yorker.) 

Our present low prices ought to work 
complote revolution in the dairyman’s plan 
of operations. ‘Tho groat mass of dairymon 
herotofore counted upon the number of 
their cows, instead of the amount of their 
In fact, they have not studied 
individual charactor of their cows—nor 
have thoy established any standard by 
which they shall be trio’. ‘They are judg- 
ed as a herd, and no effort is mado to de- 
termine the value of each cow, With but- 
tor at fifteen to twenty cents per pound, 
‘and choose at seven to nine cents, a poor 
cow is the poorest kind of investmont, A 
yield of 2,600 to 3,000 pounds of mill will 
pay, after deducting the expense of deliv- 
ory at the factory and cost of making, only 
from $12.25 to $15, Thiswillnot pay the 
coat of keep in any part of the country. A 
loss of from $10 to $15 per cow would be 
incurred with each animal. But the dairy- 
man has other cows that pay even in these 
times, from $25 to $35, and itis these bet- 
tor cows that prevent a disastrous failure. 
How uttorly inexcusable ina dairyman it 
must be to go on, year after year, retaining 
his unprofitable cows to eat up all possiblo 
profits from the better ones! What would 
bo thought of a chair manufacturer who 
should make a style of chairs, year after 
year, aud sell 25 per cent below the cost of 
production, simply because ho had not tak- 
en an account of the cost of manufacture. 

Yot the dairymen who have an accurate 
knowledge of the production oft each indi- 
vidual cow in the herd, do not amount to 
more than one ina hundred. But if the 
dairyman would study his business thor- 
oughly, he would fix a standard below 
which no cow can pay him a profit, and 
consequently any animal whose yield falls 
below this, must be discarded, With tho 
most satisfactory prices, a cow giving less 
than 4,000 ponnds of milk pays no profit 
worth having ; and now, when prices are 
very low, the standard should be advanced 
to 6,000 pounds per cow. Selected herds 
average 6,000 to 7,000 pounds, and thore 
is no insuporable difficulty in raising the 
standard for the poorest cow to 5,000 
pounds, 

A cow that will not, under good food 
and care, reach this standard, should be 
fattened and sént to the butcher. She has 
no value to the progressive dairyman as a 
milk producer for cheese. For the cheese 
factory she is judged wholly by her weight 
of milk ; but if tho standard is to be fixed 
for butter, then the weight of good butter 
and not the weight of milk is most import- 
ant. This requires a separate test of each 
cow for butter. And here it may frequent- 
ly happen that the cow that would be dis- 
carded for cheese would be accepted for 
butter-making. A yield of two hundred 
pounds of butter per cow should be the 
lowest standard for a butter cow; 200 
pounds of the best butter will bring as 
much money as 500 pounds of the best 
cheese. Some cows will average a produc- 
tion of 1 pound of butter to 20 pounds of 


product. 


milk,-and thus 4,000 pounds of milk from 
such a cow will reach the standard, 

The firat test—that of weight—is 50 eas- 
ily made that no dairyman can have a valid 
excuse for omitting it. A small spring 
scale, hung ina conyenient place in the 
cow-stable, with a small book containing 
the name of each cow, and a pencil attach- 
ed, will enable the milker to weigh and re- 
cord the yield of each cow, one day in a 
week with no appreciable loss of time. 
These weighings added, andthe sum~ divi- 
ded by the whole number of weighings will 
give the average yield per day with sufli- 
cient accuracy. There is no reliable way 
of determining the batter yield, except in 
churning the cream and weighing the but- 
ter. * 

The future successful dairyman must 
study and fully understand all the factors 
in the problem, Skill is the sign by which 
he must conquer. Knowledge and skill are 
required in the successful engineer, naviga- 
tor, ship-builder, surgeon, lawyer, states- 
man, and these are no less needed by the 
successful dairyman. 


Domestic and Useful. 


A Borrie of flaxseed oil, chalk, and 
vinegar, mixed to the consistency of cream, 
should be kept in every house for burns, 
scalds; &e. 

Mayr Sauce vor Roast Lame. —Put four 
tablespoons of chopped mint into half a 
cup of vinegar ; sweeten to taste and let it 
stand two hours before serving. 

To clean smoky marble, brush a paste of 
chloride of lime and water over the entire 
surface. Grease spots can be removed from 
marble by applying a paste of crude potash 
and whiting in this manner, 


Proressor Txomas Taytor reports that 
a tablespoonful of turpentine added to a 
pail of water will disinfect a cesspool in- 
stantly, and in the sick chamber will prove 
& powerful auxiliary against germs and bad 
odours. 

Rice Pupprxe wits Froir.—In a_ pint 
of new milk put\two large spoonsful of rice 
well washed ; then add two apples, pared 
and quartored, or a few currants or raisins. | 
Simmer slowly till the rice is very soft,then 
add one egg, beaten, to. bind it, Serve 
with cream and sugar, 

Breap and Mitx. — Cat about two 
ounces of any white bread into small, thin 
slices, and put them into a small basin or a 
large breakfast cup. Ina little saucepan 
have half a pint of milk ; when upon the 
point of boiling,pour over the bread ; cover 
over the cup five minutes, and it is ready 
for use,

mi —Boil five or six eggs 
hard, chop thom up rough ; make a white 
sauce, and mix up all together. Well 
butter and breadcrumb the scallop shell, 
put in a layer of chopped eggs, then a‘layor 
of bread-crumbs, and butter alternately 
notil the shell is full; finish with bread- 
crumbs on the top, and bake a light brown, 

Fic Pupprxo.—One pound flour, six 
ounces fresh beef suet, with half-teaspoon- 
fall salt, and one pound figs, with one tea- 
spoonful baking powder. Chop the suet as 
fine as possible, remove all strings ; mix 
well with the flour, salt, and baking 
powder ; and roll out a sheet ; cut the figs 
into long slices, cover the paste with them, 
tie in a cloth, and boil in fast boiling water 
for two hours, Eat with a sauce. 

ApULTEKATED Breap.—The well-to-do, 
who patronize fancy bread at fancy prices, 
are treated to as much adulterated in their 
flour as the poor ; their breakfast rolls aro 
whitened with alum, which is an astringent, 
hindering the digestion. The rich, how- 
ever, have only themselves to blame if 
thoir broad is not puro wheaten ; for pure 
whoat yields grayish loaf, and, if white- 
noss and sponginess be insisted upon, they 
can be obtained only at the expense of 
quality.

The 
young shoots of the jungle grass yield a 
fibro exceedingly adapted to paper making, 
and at a cost,compared with Esparto grass, 
in the propoi dion of $7.50 to $60 a ton. 
The latter grass comes principally from 
Algeria ond other Barbary States, and, in 
addition to being unsatisfactory in quality, 
a sufficient quantity connot be obtained. 
English paper makers are, therefore, often 
driven to monufacture with wood fibro and 
Ohina clay. ,

Canadian Protection Vindicated. 


(From the London Fortnt@atly Review. ) 

Is it desirable, then, that the industries 
in which the country lags behind should be 
promoted by a protectiye tariff? To obtain 
even a tolerant consideration of that ques- 
tion in England, it is necessary to examine 
some of the commonly received objections 
to such a policy. A protected industry, 
says the freo trader, is sluggish and inefti- 
cient ; the spur which foreign competition 
gives being removed, it languidly pockets 
its extra gains, unjustly taken from the 
pockets of the consumers, falls into slipshod 
methods, turns it back opon improyement, 
and becomes, in short, a sickly hothouse 
plant, to use the common figure of speech 
provided by free trade philosophy. 

Is all this true ? It has not been regard- 
ed as true by intelligent observers froma 
Canadian point of view. Tho protected 
industry of the United States dous not, in 
a single feature, resemble the description. 
That industry has long been characterized 
by nimbleness in its adaptations, by a 
swift insight into the wants of the people 
whom it catered for, and a Tespopsive 
genius in meeting them. Its multifarious 
inventiveness may not have been clearly 
seen by Englishmen, because it has run in 
different grooves from their own—grooves 
which it was pressed into by the necessities 
for Inbor-saying devices, such a8 were pro- 
vided for by cheap labor in England. ‘The 
endless variety of churns, washing ma- 
chines, wringers, apple-parers, and the 
like, which engaged its attention at an 
early period, and has done so ever since, 
re not evidence that its powers have been 
frittered away upon trifles, but merely that 
it took hold of the first work which was 
cut out for it by the wants which pressed 
to be supplied. Under the pressure of 
greater wants it advanced to the invention 
of the best wood-working tools in the 
world, both for hand and steam use. In 
agricultural implements, stoves, carriages, 
honsehold furniture, and all the machinery 
connected with their manufacture, is is not 
surpassed by the inventive genius of any 
other country. These are amongits earlier 
achievements ; what it has accomplished it 
late years—atill under protection—in wider 
fields, as in woven fabrics and iron-work, 
need not be told here: by this time it is 
known in England. In enterprise the 
manufacturers of the United States have 
shown no backwardness ; it is the Weve 
fault with which they can more fairly be 
charged. Its artisana are as dexterons in 
manipulation, as hard-working and indis- 
trious, as those of any other country, and 
far more intelligent in all matters pertain- 
ing to their handicrafts than those of most 
countries. Their social relations with their 
employers are very different from those 
which exist between English workmen and 
thoir masters, but the almost common level 
upon which the former meet is not allowed 
to interfere with efficiency of work. In 
the manufactories of the United States the 
impulse which propels is an eager desire to 
turn out the greatest possible quantity of 

roducts with the least possible quantity of 
labor. Within late years others besides 
Canadians have had an opportunity of ob- 
serving tho results of American industry, 
and sluggishness, I venture to think, has 
not been suggested by the inspection. If 
English manufacturers still believe that the 
industrial machinery ofa protected country 
is necessarily imperfect, it is they, and not 
their foreign competitors, who are reposing 
in a sleepy hollow. ‘The theory of a figur- 
ative hothouse plant does not stand the 
test of facta. 

But is a protective tariff necessary to 
develop a manufacturing industry in 
Canada? The free trade tells us that it is 
not ; that industry, he aflirms, will come 
in its own proper’ time, through the 
operation of natural causes. If men work 
farms instead of factories, it is because tho 
farms offer a moro profitable investment 
for their captial than the factories do. 
Whon that condition changes, the factories 
will attract the capital instead of the farms. 
Now, waiting for the overflow of capital 
from farms which haye not been ablo to 
yiold their proper increase for the want of 
adequate markets would bo a dreary 
business, in which neither this nor-sevoral 
succeeding generations would havo the 
slightost interest. It may be argued that 
capital from abroad would sock the new 
field of investment, whon the proper time 
came, in proference to the old, It must be 
remembered, however, that Canada is ox- 
coptionally situated ; and if hor exceptional 
circumstances hove all the force which 
Canadian protoctionista believe, it is nocd 
loss to oxamino the ganeral question of the 
natural developement of a manufacturing 
industry. Canada in the close neighbor 
of tho United States, with its manu- 
facturing industry such as I have des- 
cribed, and an opulence of capital far bo- 
yond what Canada possossos. The United 
States as I have said, aro a protectionist 


country, always have boon 80, with : but 
fittul modifications of its tariff, and yaa 
every appearance of remaining #0. hoy 


nro not without fego traders, but those are 
fow, unorganized and poworloss, Through 
out the whole of the depression thoro has 
not been even the Carer tor of a free 
trado agitation, anc there is no such 
agitation impending. ‘Tho pooplo of that 
country do not boliove that protection has 
beon an injury to thom, and in all other 
mattors where they have the opportunity 
of obsorving they aro cortainly not fools. 
No Canadian manufacturer can enter tho 


markets of that country with his wares to 
sell; under free trade every Canadian 
maoufacturer is exponod to the inroads of 
tho manufacturers of that country. Look 
at tho unvarnished facts, A capitalist nook. 
ing investment for his means has both 
sides of the boundary line to choose from. 
On the American side he has the markets 
of both countries open to him, on the Can- 
adian side he is shut out from those of the 
United States, but is exposed to their com- 
petition in his own. Ho has everything 
to lose and nothing to gain by selecting the 
Canadian side. On what yround may we 
expect him to choose the side which is the 
wrong one for his own interest?

May's Terrible Suspense. 


HANGING 1,000 PRET AvOVE THE ARKANSAS 
MAPIDS—HIS HAIL TORNING WHITE, 


(From the Denver Times.) 

Charles May and his brother Robert, in 
the spring of 1870, offered to pass 60,000 
railroad ties down the Arkansas from the 
mountain source, He says:—‘Our offer 
was accepted, when we started into the up- 
per entrance of the cinon with a large skiff 
proue with six days’ provisions and 200 
eet of rope, with which, by taking a run- 
ning turn around somo firmly planted ob- 
ject, we could lower our boat 100 feet at a 
time. In this way at the end of three days 
having set adrift many hundred ties, we 
reached the entrance to the Royal George. 
Here we discovered that an attompt to des- 
cend the waterfall with two ina boat was 
certain destruction, and to return was im- 
possible, Accordingly I determined to low- 
er my brother down tho fall in a boat, a 
distance of 200 fect, gave him the rope and 
lot him take the chance of the canon (life 
seemed more certain in that direction), 
while I would risk my physical ability to 
climb the canon wall, which was about 2,- 
000 feet high. 

‘About 10 o'clock in the morning I 
shook hands with my brother, lowered him 
in the boat safely to the foot of the fall, 
gave him the rope and lowered him no 
more. Then throwing aside my coat, hat, 
and boots, and stripping the socks from 
my feet, I commenced my climbing way, 
often reaching the height of one or two 
hundred feet only to be compelled to re- 
turn to try some other way. At length, 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon, I reached 
a height upon the smooth canon wall of 
about a thousand feet. Here my further 
progress was arrested by a shelving ledge 
of rock that jutted out from the cannon 
side a foot or more. To advance was with- 


rim of the ledge and then with the other, 
my fect slipped’ from the smooth side of 
the canon, and my body hung suspended 
in the air a thousand feet above the roaring 
waters of the Arkansas, 

“* At that moment I looked downward to 
measure the distance I would haye to fall 
when the strength of my arms gave out. A 
stinging sensation crept through my hair as 
my eye caught the strong root of a cedar 
bush that projected out ov, 
little beyond my reach. ly 
weight of my person. Then I dotermined 
tomake my best effort to raise my body 
and throw it sideways towards the root so 
as to bring it within my grasp. At the 
inoment of commencing the effort I saw my 
mother’s face as she leaned over the ledge, 
reached down her hand and caught me by 
the hair. Stranger, my mother died while 
yet a young woman, when 1 and my bro- 
ther were small boys, but I remomber her 
face. 1 was successful in making the side 
leap of my arms, when | drew myself upon 
the ledge and rested for a time, From 
here upward my climbing way was laborious 
but less dangerous. I reached the top of 
the canon just as the sun was sinking 
down behind the snowy range, and hasten- 
ed to our camp at the mouth of the canon, 
where I found my brother all safe. ul 
ley,’ said he, “have you had your head in 
aftlour sack {' It was then [ discovered 
that my hair was as white as you sco it 


now.”

Keep the House Clean. 


No place needs such guarding as the 
dwelling-house. From kitchen to attic there 
in an accumulation of organic matter. Our 
skins, our breath, our clothing, our food, 
our excretions, all have their processes of 
decay which must have riddance. “The 
mother of Burns,” says one, *' was a good 
housekeeper, and that is a great thing for 
a woman to be.” It means more than any 
man can know, It is a list of items and in- 
cidentals having all the confusion of little- 
ness and of numbers. The true woman 
organizes it all into order, not only for the 
general comfort, but for the health of her 
family. The sweeping and the dusting are 
not merely the removal of clear dust, but 
of materials whioh, if collected and romain- 
ing, deteriorate the general health of the 
family, The shaking of carpets, the scrub- 
bing of floors and of paint, the rubbing of 
walls, the cleaning of closota and drawers — 
these aro acts of sanitary inspection, and of 
labor corresponding thereto, we cannot im- 
pross too much tho accurate work to be done 
therein. Bosides tho daily cleansings and 
care, the spring and fall overhauling is a 
requisite for society. One of tho good 
things of frequont removals is that it gives 
a chance to cleanse houses fully vacated, 
‘and give tho furnitare an airing while on 
ho cart. 

: The cases of fover mbish ocourred to 
workmon engaged several years since in 
sorapifig the halla of the Now York Hospi- 
tal, show how rotontive even these may bo- 
como of tho organic particles which float 
off into the air from our persons, or from 
animal and yogotable matter. That peculiar 
odor to be found in many houses, and somo- 
times in brown-stono fronts, means nothing 
more or leas than unhealthy as woll as 
untidy housekeeping.

Canon Bleasde)l presented a petition from 
tho Church people of the SSNS of Sidney, 
in the County of Hastings, respoctiug the 
endowment of the Mission of Frankford. 

Mr. Fennings Taylor’s motion for election 
of delegates to the Synod annually instecd 
of trionnially was laid over till next session, 

* Rey, Canon Petit moved the adoption of 
the report of the committee on Rey, Canon 
Bleasde)l’s motion rethe Frankford Endow- 
ment, 

Canon Bleasdell moved in anendment that 
the report bo referred to a Committee of the 
whole Synod to be considered clause by 
clause, 

The Chancellor thought the proper way to 
do was to refer it back to the Committee. 

Mr. G. A. Kirkpatrick explained at some 
length how the matter stood, showing that as 
a matter of fact Canon Bleasdell had nothing 
to do with the endowment. 

The Bishop hoped that the report would be 
referred back to the Committee, as he held 
the money given for Frankford as a sacred 
trast. The money wasgot by his personal 
influence, and he reada letter to show that 
it was given untrammelled by conditions. He 
give it for the endowment of Frankford. 

Tho Rey. F. L. Stephenson told his story, 
in the course of which ho stated that there 
had been an endeavor made to injure hi 
He claimed that if the interest of the Fran’ 
ford endowment were given to anyone but 
himself for the time he was in the miasion, it 
would be a breach of faith. He showed by 
documentary evidence that he had been re- 
gularly appo:nted.” He moved in amendment 
to the amendment that the Rev. F. L. Ste- 
phenson be paid the interest of the $1,0 0 
which had accrued from the Frankford En- 
dowment Fund. 

Rev, Mr, Tighe seconded the motion, 

The Bishop put the amendment amid some 
confusion, when it was carried by a lage ma- 
jonty. His Lordship, while declaring the 
motion carried, veted it for want of concur- 
rence of orders, and then adjourned the Synod, 
it being six o'clock, 

SECOND NAY, 

The Synod was engaged during the forenoon 
in balloting for the election of members to the 
Mission Board and delegates to the Previncial 
Synod. After recess the Bishop delivered his 
charge, and the Rev. Mr. Forest presented the 
report of the Committee appointed lost even- 
ing to consider the auditor's report and the 
manner of keeping the accounts which was

Place, 
Trenton, Stirling, Marmora, Madoc, Belleville 
(St. Thomas’, Christ Church, aud St. John’s), 
Shannonville, Tyendinaga, avd Roslin, To 
this Deanery the Rev, E, H. M. Bakor has 
been appointed.

NIGHT SCENES ON THE LINE OF AN EGYPTIAN 
RAILROAD. 


(Communication in Hartford Post, ) 


_ The accounts of the distress now existing 
in the Valley of the Nile reminded tho 
writer of a sceno he witnessed in the win- 
ter of 1866. Starting from Cairo ona trip 
up the Nile, we stopped the first night 
opposite the ruins of ancient Memphis, to 
which we walked in tho moonlight. We 


| tho lines, explaining 


Wero surprised at seeing on tho plain, a 
mile or two south of us, a large gathering 
of people bearing lights. Upon going to 
the spot we found more than a thousand 
men,women and children engaged in throw- 
ing upan embankment for the railroad 
which the Khedivo was building from 
Cairo to Thebes by forced labor. No ma- 
chinery or toola whatever were used except 
baskets. These the poor wretches wero 
filling with their hands, and slowly and 
wearily, except when accelerated by the 
voice or lash of the overseer, dragging 
themselves up the embankment and dump- 
ing them at the end. The embankment, I 
judged was about twelve or fifteen feet 
wide, The baskets of the men would con- 
tain about three pecks of the light, dry, 
alluvial earth ; those of the women abouta 
half-bushel and the children perhaps a 
peck. This was all forced Iabor—no pay 
whatever. The Khedive would send 
a steamer up the river to a_villago, 
and call for from fifty to two hundred 
people of all ages and sexes to go, without 
pay, and work on this railroad for one 
month,at the end of which time they would 
end them, or what was left of them, back. 
The bodies of those who died from exhaus- 
tion helped to swell the embankment. No 
time for sentiment. What their hours of 
labor were I could not find out, but I saw 
them at wotkat 10 p,m. I saw villages 
up tho river pa depopulated because of 
a late visit of these steamers, and one en- 
tirely abandoned and partly in ruins, hay- 
ing been fired into, as was said by our 
dragoman, because the “ Sheik ” could not 
or would not furnish the required quota. 
It was the intention to le the entire 
road of several hundred miles in this way. 
Whether it has been accomplished I am not 
aware. Our party chartered a Government 
steamer for the trip, At the coal stations 
the officers impressed the first natives they 
could catch and compelled them to coal our 
steamer in the same manner the railroad 
was being graded, in baskets carried on the 
head. I do not wondor that with this sys- 
tem of unpaid labor in full force, with all 
the places of the Khedive, with his great 
desire for improvements and his large and 
disastrous attempts at cotton-growin and’ 
sugar-making, there should finally be distress 
in the Valley of tho Nile. 


Capt. Mack's Victory. 


HOW CAPT. MACK AND THE HELVETIA BEAT 
THE YACHT IDLER. 

Chicago Inter Ocean: Muchas has al- 
ready been said, and is being said of the 
large, fine yacht Idler, which untiil recent- 
ly belonged to the New York Yacht Club, 
but is now owned in Chicago, and which 
has just come up here from the seaboard, 
arriving yesterday morning. She has been 
praised by all who saw her on the passage 
up the lakes, and various feats of fast sail- 
ing and good sea-going qualities haye been 
related of her. She isaslongas some of 
our lumber schooners, ia of a most beauti- 
fal model, with a special view to speed,and 
is schooner rigged. Splendidly finished in 
every detail, with her tall slim spars and 
canyas spread, she is “‘pretty as a picture,” 

But enough of this. She is described in 
our sporting column this morning, and 
everyone can see her for himself this after- 
noon at the regatta. Itis of an incident 
of the passage up that the Marine depart- 
ment of the Jnter-Ocean speaks now, At 
Cheboygan, Lake Huron, the large schoon- 
er Helvetia, Captain Mack, fell in with tho 
Idler, and the two raced from that locality 
all the way to Chicago. That is, the Idler 
raced all the way, for she carried every 
stitch of her canvas, oven to ballon sails. 
The Helvetia also made a race of it until 
about Racine, on this shore, when, not do- 
siring to enter the harbor here until day- 
light yesterday morning, she shortened 
sail, while the Idler did not. The Helvetia 
has a cargo of about 1,300 tons of coal on 
board, a full load, while tho Idler is in 
good racing trim. Tho result of the con- 
test was that the Helvetia got into the har- 
bor here an hour in advance of her compet- 
itor, and asa matter of course, Captain 
Mack feels justly proud of his achieye- 
ment, The Helvetia isone of the finest 
clippers on the lakes, though she does ‘‘lug””

How Moore Wrote the Canadiau 
Boat Song. 


In his passago down tho St. Lawrence ho 
jotted down in penciling upon the fly loaf 
of a volume he was thon reading, both the 
notes and a few of the words of the origi- 
na 1 song by which his own boat glee had 
been suggested. He missed tho book on 
his return, and only recovered it in 1839, 
when he for the last time visited Ireland. 
At ono of the festive scenes which in Dub- 
lin always accompanied hia visits, a beauti- 
ful girl was introduced to the poet by Mr, 
Weld, a gentleman of fortune residing in 
the suburbs; but amid sucha crowd of 
beauty it is doubtful if he would not have 
let her pass with only casual observation, 
had not Mr, Weld whispered in his oar, 
“Sho possessed the original copy of your 
‘Canadian Boat Song.’” The book in 
which the notes were writton was ‘‘ Pricat- 
ly Lectures,” and belonged to Mr, Harness, 
with whom Mooro was travelling. On his 
doath the book came into the possession of 
Machonochio, of Edonmon, near Dublin, 
who gave it to his daughter. Moore askod 
to aco it, and it was brought to him next 
day, at Milliken’s bookstore, in Grafton 
atreot, whore ho had a privato room for 
writmg. When his eyes fell on tho well- 
remombored lines he gazed on thom so long 
and so carneatly, that the lady at Jant said, 
“Oh, Mr. Moore, I hope you do not want 
to take them; thoy are #0 doar to me. 
“No, Miss Machonochio, indood T do not ; 
but if you know what thrilling romombran: 
cos of a happy pee the contomplation of 
this page provokes, you would not wonder 
at at foolings.

The Beard. — 


THE HISTORY OF HIRSUTE ADORNMENTS. 

Not many years ago it was hardly re- 
spectable to woar beards, but the beard 
movement, resisted and ridiculed at first, 
has conquered, and it grows moro and 
more tho fashion to grow on the face as 
al a covering of hair as can be coaxed 
out, 

“The beard,” the natural clothi ig of 
the chin, says a very old English pages 
‘was in ancient times looked upon, not 
as a troublesome burden, but as a dignified 
ornament of old age.”” Our present gener- 
ation, however, cares nothing for “ dignifi- 
ed ornament” in dress, but very much for 
convenience and utilitarianism. lt sees in 
the beard, and above all in the moustache,a 
natural defence for the throat and face 
against the cold, and equally, in warm cli- 
mates, a protection of those parts against 
excessive heat, 

Persons who wear moustaches are said, 
on good authority, to be less liable to tooth 
ache than others, and it is also said that 
the teeth are less apt to decay. The beard 
and moustache equalize the temperature to 
the parts they cover with their protection. 
The sappers and miners of the French 
army, chosen in part for the size and beauty 
of their beards, enjoy an especial immunity 
against bronchitis and similar eyila. 


It is related that Walter Savage Landor 
was a great sufferer from sore throat for 
many years of his life, but was cured by 
the surgeon of the grand duke of Tuscany, 
who advised him to let his beard grow. 
‘© Yo shall not round the corners of your 
head ; neither shalt thou mar the corners 
of thy beard,” says the Scriptures in Le- 
viticus. 

In ancient times all men and gods wore 
beards. The glory and beauty of Jupiter's 
beard are dwelt upon by Homer, when the 
father of gods cit men is first brought into 
the Iliad. Alexander the Great introduced 
shaving, saying that in his Asiatic wars the 
beards of his warriors ‘* might afford a 
handle to the enemy.” It became the 
mark of a fine gentleman to wear no beard 
in Greece, and dandies even removed them 
by ‘‘sharp pitch plasters,” as well 
razors, 

Rome began to shave about 150 years be- 
fore the Christian ers. Scipio Africanus 
the Younger, it is said,was the firat Roman 
gentleman of note who shaved every day, 
In Cwsar’s time young gentlemen of fashion 
wore a slight goatee, but the full beard was 
only worn in mouraing or in®days of great 
public calamity. Ovesar Augustus and Nero 


were close shaved, but the beard revived 
again under later emperors. cnuu auciwut 


Britons cut off their beards upon the chin, 
but wore long, shaggy hair and enormous 
tangled mustaches. 

A young barbarian in some German tribes 
never ‘‘reaped his chin ” till he had slain 
an enemy. The Saxons wore the mous- 
tache, the Normans shaved. Peter the 
Great, desirous of de Russianizing his sub- 
jects, imposed a graduated tax on beards. 

Men of the upper class paid 100 roubles 
($75) yearly for the privilege of not shaying 
their beards, and poor people a kopec 
(about one cent) a piece, 


Close shayen faces came back among our 
ancestors with Charles IT., being another of 
the things for which England had no reason 
to ‘thank the Restoration. During the 
reigns of the four Georges, cropped chins 
were universal, and though our grandfathers 
still sneered at ‘beardless boys” as & 
figure of speech, they daily labored to be 
beardless themselves. Afloat and ashore, 
whatever the difliculties of the operation, 
officers, soldiers, and seamen shayed every 
day, 

During the past 60 years beards havo 
been first tolerated as eccentric,then accept- 
ed as optional, and at last have been restor- 
ed to fashion and honor. We now hold, 
with one of tho old bards who celebrated 
Henry VIII's board, that 

‘« A well thatched face is comely grace 
And a shelter from the cold.”” 
—Baltimore American.

This 
eagerness on the part of tho wholesalo 
men to make extraordinary profits incited 
the retail dealers to try Redpath’s Cana- 
dian sugars sooner than they would havo 
done if the old. prices for American had 
been maintained. Once the customers had 
got ataste of the puro sugars, the differ. 
ence between them and the kind they had 
been in the habit of using was so apparent 
that they refused to buy American yellow 
sugar again at any price, The consequence 
is that some of the wholesalers have large 
stocks of American sugar still on hand, 


which they would now be glad to sell for 


Tess than thoy paid for it, rather than have 
their monoy any longer locked up in dead 
stock, The new tariff has, therefore, low- 
ered instead of raising the prices of Ameri- 
can refined sugars, but the demand for 
them has faded away since the appearance 
of Redpath’s sugars. The shipping inter- 
est of the Maritime Provinces has already 
received some benefit from the reopening 
of Redpath’s refinery. A gentleman living 
in Halifax publishes this statement :— 
** Since the first offAprilthere have beer 
“‘imported into Halifax sixteen cargoes 
** of refining sugar, comprising 2,469 hhds, 
“* 54 tierces, 141 bags and 466 bbls., all 
** of which pay a full freight ; whereas if 
** sent to the United States there would be 
** no profits left to the owners after paying 
** commissions, etc., and but for the much 


“abused Montreal refinery these sugars 
~~ could not have been brought here at all, 


“for thoy are all refining sugars and unfit 
“* for grocery purposes.” 


Municipal Beonomy. 


Economy in the management of the mu- 
nicipal matters of the City is what is requir- 
ed by the ratepayers of every Alderman 
‘wno sits at the Council board ; but thore is 
_ & species of economy by which the City’s in- 
terests might be materially injured, such 
as the displatement of an efficient employee 
and the filling of his place with one not as 
competent, for the purpose of saving a fow 
dollars in salary. False economy of this 
nature was exhibited by the Council at its 
last sitting when it displaced Mr. Donovan 
as tally clerk at tho boom. 

Since the system of tallying logs into 
the Corporation boom was first inaugurated, 
the expense of a tally clerk has been joint- 
_ ly borne by the lumbermen and the Cor- 

poration, who have employed a man for 
that purpose at the salary of two dollars 
per day, and on all occasions has 
the Corporation chosen for the office 
the person recommended by the lumber- 
men as efficient to ful6l the duties requir- 
ed. This year, under the new arrange- 
ment with the lumbermen, the City has to 
pay tho wages of the tally clerk. Aw usual 
~ the lumbermen recommended a» person 
whom they know to be efficient to f{nlfil 
the duties required, and recommended Mr. 
Edward Donovan to that office. ‘There 
being no time to wait for » meeting of the 
Council, the Harbor Committee at once 
employed Mr, Donovan at a salary of $1.50 
per day, or 50 cents per day less than was 
paid in former years, but of course subject 
to the approval of the Council, Mr. Don- 
ovan is @ man of extensive experience in 
tho dumber business, having been in the 
employ of Messrs. Gilmour & Co. in posi- 
tions of trust on this river for nearly thirty 
years past, and is in evory way qualified 
to fulfil the duties required, which aro 
such that the City can bo ®& heavy loser 
through an inefficient officer. Yet the 

Council at its last aitting, in the face of the 

fact that Mr. Wallbridge, an old lumber- 

man, said “it would not do to place an in- 
experienced man on the boom, and that he 

did not consider $1.50 por day too large a 

salary for tho duties required,” displaced 

Mr. Donovan by a young man who at least 
~ has had no experience in the lumber busi- 
ness, and cannot therofore be ax competent 
to fulfil the duties required as the man dis- 
Placed. Tho saving effected will bo 50 
cents por day, or a total saving of about 
six dollars in wages, on the time required 
for completing the sorting of the logs at 
the boom will only be about two woeoks,

A monument was erected over the grave of 
Benjamin C, Porter, the actor who was murdered 
at Dallas, Toxas, at Evergreen cemetery, to-day, 
John B, Smith and Col. Alston Brown being the 
committee appointed to attend to its erection. 
he monument is of white marble, neatly cut 
and simply designed, and stands 5 fect in height, 
and bears the following inscription: ‘‘ Benj. C. 
Porter, aged forty years, died at Dallas, Mar- 
shall County, Texas, March 19, 1879.” The plot, 
which adjoins that of Elks Rest, has been enclos- 
ed with an ornamentaliron rail and ite posta, 
Mrs. Porter, the mother, Mra. Benjamin C, Por- 
ter, the wife, and a niece of the deceased, were at 
the grave, and brought a large quantity of raro 
plants and exotics, and had them placed about 
the plot, completely covering it and making it 
very beautiful to look upon, and pleasant to ap- 
proach, the rich fragrance from flowers fillin, 
the air about. Tho monument has been rected 
from the Porter fund, and without expense to the 
family of the dead actor. The trial of Currie, 
the ad detective who shot and killed Porter, 
is to take place on the 23d inst. at Dallas, Texas.

A new automatic cut-off engine, of 35 

horse-power, and boiler for same were 
shipped from Hamilton on Saturday by 
the G. W. R. to Toronto for the Toronto 
Tron Bridge Company for their new works. 
A large panching and shearing machine, 
believed to bo tho largest ever mado in 
Canada, is now being completed in Hamil- 
ton for the same works. Tho engine and 
boiler are Kiley’s build, and the machine 
is being manufactured by the Hamilton 
Tool Works. The company operating in 
Toronto is composed of members ‘of the 
Canton Bridge Company, of Canton, Ohio, 
thoy haying opened a branch in Canada 
through the operation of the National Pol- 
icy. 

The new engine is now in place in the 
foundry of E. & C, Gurney & Co., Hamil- 
ton. Itis expected that work will com- 
mence again at once. The ongine is 65 
horse power, replacing a 30 horse power 
one. Another increase of business facili- 
ties caused by the National Policy. 

Fifteen hundred sacks of flour were ship. 
ped from London last week via the G. 'T. 
R. for Glasgow. 

Messrs. T. S, Crawford & Co. forwarded 
a carload of agricultural implemonts last 
week to Manitoba, whero Yankee machin- 
ery is now shut out by the N. P. 

A carload of agricultural implements 
‘was shipped last week by the Grand Trunk 
Railway by Messrs. John Elliott & Son, 
consigned to Havre, France, 

Mr. John Campbell, one of London's 
most enterprising carriage builders, sent a 
carload of carriages last week on the way 
to Australia. They were shipped viaG. T. 
Railway. Competition from U. S, manu- 
facturera being now about shut off in this 
line, our local manufacturers can now go 
into the business on a larger scale, produce 
more cheaply in consequence, and can now 
compete with the Yankees in the markets 
of the world, 

The Starr Manufacturing Co. at Dart. 

_ mouth, N. S., haye now employed at their 
works 110 hands ; eight weeks ago they 
only had 40. The Ropework Co. have also 
a largo number of men and boys to work. 
A new foundry has just beon started at 
McKay's works, This looks encouraging. 

The Montreal rubber factory is giving 
out large orders for cotton and woollen 
fabrics used in the manufacture of over- 
shoes and other goods. The managers 
have ascertained that these fabrics, which 
hitherto havo been imported from tho 
United States and England, can be mado 

equal in quality and at lower price by Can- 
adian mills than they can be obtained from 
importers. This change is duo to increased 
duties levied on foreign cotton and woollen 
goods, and the result will bo increased em- 
ployment for our people, The Montreal 

Company annually consumes $200,000 

worth of one class of woollen fabric ; manu- 

faoturers of knitted goods are also experi- 
encing a trado revival, a shipment of the 
value of $50,000 having recently taken 


vessels, and to Canadian seamen. 

For obvious reasons, the people in Min- 
nesota are not in love with the now Oana- 
dian tariff, which hinders that State from 
sending her products and manufactures in- 
to Manitoba on the favorable terms she 
formerly enjoyed. A recent letter from 
St. Paul says that “we have looked upon 
Manitoba asa market for our mechanical 
productions, and to find it auddenly cut off 
from it makes us mad. With the new 
tariff you will build up manufacturies, and 
in a few years produce every article wo 
now do, and probably at cheaper rates.” 
Ontario and Quebec will supply the West- 
ern Provinces, and as the above item says, 
at cheaper rates, 

When the Globe has done with these 
items, we shall probably haye another 
batch for its consideration.

No More Orrcus Sxows.—Tho Globe 
says:—‘It is stated that there will be no 
more circus shows exhibited in Canada this 
year on account of the heavy duty impos- 
ed under the N. P.” The N. P. does not 
seem to havo stopped the irrepressible Bar- 
num from exhibiting his show in Uanada; 
but if the offect of the tariff is as stated, it 
will be a benefit to the country, as the 
circuses are a heavy drain on the Provinces 
for the benefit of Yankee managers. 


Cror Rerorrs.—Advices from many of 
the bank agencies throughout Ontario give 
very encovraging reports of the growing 
crops. Tho recent cold and wot weather 
has prevented the rank growth of vogeta- 
tion, which frequently results from hot 
weather succeeding rains. In districts 
north of Montreal a great deal of damage 
was done by tho frost, about a week since, 
to potatoes and early fruit, Plums suffered 
severely. The hay crop never promised a

Mr, Dickson said the inhabitants of 
Amoliasburg should have advised the City if 
they found the ferry accommodation too limit- 
ed, the Corporation would only be too glad 
to ameliovate it. He did not think the City 
will be at all involved by the Governor grant- 
ing another ferry, but we must look after the 
interest of the City. Some time ago he made 
a resolution respecting the ferry as to its in- 
capacity. We should do all we could to in- 
cre ase the traffic between the two Counties, 
He did not think there was anything in the 
lease which would make the City liable, but 
we should be represented before the Cabinet 
Counsil,eo that the City shall not become in- 
volved in a law suit. He thought Mr, Jellett 
had tho same right to look to the Government 
as ho has to the City. 

Ald. Holden from hearing the papers read 
thought the opinions of Mr. Henderson and 
Ald. Dickson were correct, Whatever claims 
Mr. Jellett had should be made to the Gov- 
ernor-in-Council. He did not know why 
they were called upon to go to the expense of 
sending counsel to Toronto, or even sending 
the papers there, He did not think the Gov- 
ernor would do anything to interfere with 
the present license, The only reason he had 
heard for sending counsel to Toronto was that 
by some way or other the City would be liable 
He did not think the City liable, and should 
against the resolution. Mr, Jellott’s rights 
wero being looked after, and therefore the 
City Council has no right to interfere. 

The Solicitor said the reason of this meet- 
ing being called was some time since there 
was a resolution passed that ho should advise 
the Goverment not to grant a license before 
advising with this Council. 

Ald, Dickson said since he had heard Ald. 
Holden, he should be content with merely 
sending the papers and showing them’the posi- 
tion of the City. 

Ald. Geen also spoke against sending the 
Solicitor to Toronto. 

Ald. Robertson said he wasin favor of send- 
ing the Solicitor to look after the interests of 
the City, The exponses could not be much, 
as tho Solicitor is paid by salary. He also 
read a resolution which he had written, but 
did not put it. 

Ald, Petrio spoke against sending counsel 
thore. Ho wonld vote against tho resolution, 

Tho resolution of Ald. Dickson was again 
read by the Mayor.

The Letellier Affair. 


The Matter Referred Back to 
Canada. 


The following is a special cablegram to the 
Globe: 

Lonpon, Jane 20,—The decision of the Im- 
perial Government in the Letellier case will be 
given next Wednesday, The feeling in the 
Colonial office is against sanctioning tho dis- 
missal of Lieutenant-Governor Letellier, but, 
impressed with the idea that this is a consti- 
tutional question, they hold that it is not 
proper for the Government here to deal with 
the matter. It is assumed as probable that 
both political parties in Canada might take 
umbrage at such an interference with Canadian 
internal affairs. Further, it is held that the 
Canadian Government has constitutional au- 
thority to deal with the matter, It is under- 
atood that interference with the question will 
be declined.

THE PRINCE IMPERIAL’S DEATH. 


Particulars of His End in 
Zululand. 


The Sad News Conveyed to the 
ex: Empress. 


THE HOPES OF THE BONAPARTISTS DESTROYED. 


Lonpon, June 20.—A Capetown special 
adds the following particulars to the death 
of the Prince Imperial :—The body of the 
Prince when found lay on its back with 
eighteen stabs, two piercing the body from 
the chest to the back, two in the side, and 
one destroying tho right eyo. A locket 
with hair medallions and reliquary was 
around his neck. The face wore a placid 
expression. He had eyidently tried to 
mount, and the leather flap of the stirrup 
tearing away,he ran along the path to the 

lace where he was found. Two troopers 
lay near the body, assegaied: The Prince 
was very adventurous. 

A Onpetown special says the Princo Im- 
perial had been sent forward by the Quar- 
termaster-General to sketch a site for the 
next camp. When the volley was fired not 
a single Zulu was to be seev. The party 
dispersed and sought safety under cover. 
The Prince was never seen alive again. 
His horse joined Lieutenant Carey’s party 
on the road back to the camp. 

Lord Sydney to day tenderly notified ex- 
Empress Eugenie of the death of the 
Prince. ‘he ex-Empress received the 
nows with an agonized cry, and sank into 
a senseless stupor, She remains insen- 
sible.

Baily Hutelliqencer. 
A Canadian Heroine. 


(From Neville Trueman, in the Methodist 
Magazine.) 


Tt was towards the end of Juno that one 
afternoon he was riding through the forest 
in the neighborhood of the Beaver Dams, 
near the town of Thorold—a place which 
received its name from tho remarkable

They 
found her almost fainting from fatigue and 
the reaction from the overstrung tension of 
her nerves. Leaping from his horse, 
Neyille adjusted his cloak so as to make a 
temporary side-saddle, and placed the 
travel-wornwomanthereon. Walking byher 
side, he held the bridle-rein and carefully 
guarded the horse over the rugged forest 
path, the two soldiers falling bebind as a 
roar-guard. As they approached the post 
at Beaver Dams, the red-coats gave a hearty 
British cheer.

Every man 
who could sound a bugle, and for whom a 
bugle could bo found, was sent into the 
woods, and these were posted at consider- 
able distances apart. The Indians and 
thirty-four red-coats, concealed behind 
troos, lined the rend. Before long was 
hoard the tramp of cavalry and rumblo: of 
the field guns. As they came within range 
tho buglers, with all the vigor in their 
power, sounded a charge, the shrill notes 
ringing through the leafy forest aisles. Tho 
Indians yelled their fearful war-whoop and 
tho soldiors gave a gallant cheer and opened 
asharp fire. 

The ruav was as successful as that of 
Gideon and his three hundred mon with

Restoring Drowned Persons by 


Heat. 


First—Know that a porson rocently drown: 
od in not dead, and will not be for a loog 
time. If not lively ho is yet lifoful. Bo not 
then, alarmed nor unduly excited, but lot 
‘faith, hope, and charity” inspiro confidence 
and a cool judgment to aid with deliberate 
haste in taking the drowned out of the water 
and restoring him, 


Thirdly—Quickly determine whether} he 
must be earried to where heat is, or if it can 
better be brought to or produced near him. 
If tho former, take him gently, quickly and 
as near as possible in the above said posture. 
_ Fourthly—If there must be delay in apply- 
ing heat, and dry prospectives can be had, 
take off the wet clothes and wrap the d y 
articles about him to prevent loss of heat, 
covering the head particularly. The warm 
underclothing of bystanders can be con- 
tributed. Several thicknesses of almost any- 
thing attainable is better than one. 

__ Fifthly—As soon as heat is at hand apply 
it as ingenuity and circumstances suggest to 
bo most likely to quickly and thoroughly 
warm the body.

Agricultural Depression 1n Ire- 
land, 


The Dublin correspondent of the Times 
says :—‘‘ Tho pressure upon tho agricultu- 
ral classes, which has been felt throughout 
the United Kingdom, has hitherto been 
borne with patient endurance in [reJand, 
though proofs of its seyerity areto befound 
inthe recorda of the Bankruptcy Court, 
and the geperal stringency of their banking 
accounts. No open expression of discon- 
tent, however, has been made except in a 
few remote districts, in which it appears to 
haye been responsive to suggestions made 
for political purposes. Although the trying 
season of winter has passed and thero is 
now a goodly promiso of improvement, the 
weather having taken a fayorable turn and 
vegetation now reviving, still as the Jand- 
lord or agont pays his customary round of 
visits to collect his rents, it is not to bo 
wondered at that signs of ombarrassmeont 
and suffering should be more apparent and 
complaints become moro bitter. Tt is pro- 
bablo, however, that if a short comparison 
wore made between tho condition of the 
agricultural clases at both sides of the Irish 
Channel, it would be found that those on 
this side are on the whole better off, There 
has been no spontaneous moyement on 
their part to denote anything like the 
destitution which is reported to exist in 
somo districts in Engiand, and while giving 
due credit to them for an unwillingness to 
exposo their straitened omroumstances, it is 
hardly to be supposod that with abundant 
means at hand for lotting thoir misery bo 
known they should have persisted in keoep- 
ing it so woll concealed, It must not bo ox- 
pocted, however, that they will continue 
muoh longer to ait down iu silence and 
apathy under the burden of thoir privations 
and perplexities. A hint has beom given 
Which has quickonod their intelligence, and 
Inurmurs of distress which havo a tono of 
monaco in thom are beginning to bo hoard.

Cox an- 
sworod ‘‘the doctor,” approaching nearer the 
bed. She put out her hand, which came in 
contact with his face, When she found that 
it was not the doctor, she was going to give 
an alarm, when Cox placed his hand over her 
mouth, not intending, he says, to stifle her. 
He held his hand there, notwithstanding her 


struggles, until she got  perfestly 
quiet, then, to guard against further 
contingencies, he tied’ her as she 


was found, and proceeded to search for jew- 
ellery. She kept quiet so long that Cox be- 
came alarmed, and, grabbing a bottle of cox 
logue, dashed it in her face to revive her, still 
she did not move. He then lighted a piece of 
candle which he had brought with him in his 
pocnee and looked at her eye, thus singeing 

er eyebrows, At last, finding the woman 
was dead, he left the house by the front door, 
leaving it open.

Cox, is of the staff of the Boston Herald, and 
was the causo of tho arrest of E. D, Winslow, 
who absconded to Europe some time ago. 


OVER THH FALLS. 


ANOTHER VICTIM OF THE GREAT CATARACT— 
SAD DEATH OF A PARISIAN LADY, 


Niagara Fatts, June 21. 

This morning about half-past ten o'clock a 
lady named Mrs. Pierre Rolland, a guest at 
the Park Hotel, fell into the Niagara river, 
and was awept over the Horseshoe Falls. The 
details of the affair are as follows: This 
morning Mr, and Mrs. Rolland, who were re- 
cently married, left the hotelin apparent good 
Spirits and took a walk around the village, 

hey went to Goat Island about ten o'clock, 
and according to the husband's story, walked 
around it once, and when on the Canada side 
she went to the water’s edge to get a drink, 
when her foot slipped and she fell into the 
river, the rapid torrent eoeey, carrying her 
away. What seems remarkable is that the 
husband made no outcry nor tuldanyone about 
the affair until he returned to his hotel. 
Neither he nor his wife could speak a word of 
peng isle so that it was some time before he 
made himself understood, 

Rolland and family were residents of Paris, 
France, and were consequently of French ex- 
traction. They were en route from Japan, 
and were to have left the Falls this afternoon 
for the East. Considerable excitement exists 
here over the affair Rolland was perfectly 
frantic and had to be closely watched to pre- 
vent him from committing suicide,

Care and Management of Dairy 
Stock. 


In the fall, say October Ist, I begin to 
food my cows on what nice, early out hay 
or aftermath they may want, and about o 
half feed of ground grain, which is ono 
quart cotton seed meal, one quart corn 
meal, and two quarts shorts, gradually in 
croaaing as their food becomes short in tho 
pasture until I get them to winter feed, 
which is two quarts cotton seed meal, two 
quarts corn meal, and four quarts shorts 
por day in two feeds, morning and ovening. 
Those cows that have been kept in the 
barn all day want water, © cows that 
I milk I water twice a day ; my dry cows 
and heifers once. A cow that is giving @ 
full ftow of milk will drink twelve gallons 
of wator daily, and it ia better for the cow 
that sho be watered twice aday. My cows 
lay dry and clean and are kopt warm ; thus 
kept, my new milch cows will give as much 
milk in January as in the month of June, 
Ido not card my cows until their hair 
starts in February, but this is for want of 
time. Too much cannot bo said in favor of 
early cut hay for milch cows or any other 
stock. I keep my cowa in tho barn until 
the 15th of May, before turning them to 
pasture, Ithen give them their food of 
hay and grain night and morning, until 
the first of June. I have an abundance of 
pasturing, anddo not gram through the 
summer months. I like to have my cows 
calye with a full bay, and about two weeks 
before calving [give them one feod per 
day of grain, two quarts corn meal and two 
of shorts ; as the time is up I put her in a 
pen by herself, and at her calving I assist 
herif necessary, take away the afterbirth if 
possible ;and give her warm water for 
three or four days for drink. Itis a good 
plan to give half a pound of salt and two 
ounces of ginger the first or second day 
after calving. 

In milking-I sit gently down to the cow 
lam to milk, and when tho milk starts, 
milk as rapidly as possible with my thumb 
and index finger, Inever strip my cows 
with my thumb and index finger; I can get 
all her milk without, In the summer month 
they run to pasture and are milked at four 
o'clock in the morning and mx at night. I 
would advise dividing the time where it 
can bedone conveniently. I begin to feed 
fodder corn about the first of Atgust, to 
help keep up the flow of milk and it is bet- 
ter for the cows. Ido not think potatoes 
are good oftener than once a week, to keep 
them loose, Potatoes fed in any quantity, 
are likely to produce garget, which can bo

I feed with hay three times per day, but 
in feeding a large stock I should recom- 
mend looking them over a second time in 
half an hour after feeding ; perhaps there 
will be some that have not had quite 
enough, and some cow may be over-fed. 
To got the greatest flow of milk from a cow 
feod two uate of cotton-seed ineal, four 
quarts of Indial meal with nice early cut 
hay ; this teed will not hurt the cow, and 
the cost of grain will be eleven cents per 
day. Ifmy cow run to beef rather than 
milk I sell her and put another in her 
place. After a cow is once very fat it is 
hard to get her with calf.—Maine Farmer. 


How to Clear Cowsheds and 
Stables cf Flies. 


The Breslawer Landwirth notices a variety 
of methods by which this desirable object 
may be accomplished. One good” plan is to 
place small dishes of chloride of lime imme: 
diately under the roof, and fr quent lime- 
washing of the walls is also said to be of great 
assistance, Another method consists in tho 
employment of a preparation consisting of 12 

arts of Lycopodium. The mixture should 
kept ina pig’s bladder furnished with a 
quill nozzle, and a little of it sprinkled from 
time to time whore the flies set thick together 
in the carly hours of the morning. Its poison- 
ous offect upon them will be made evident in 
a very few minutes, A cheaper plan consists 
in suspending a small bundle of mugwort or 
motherwort (Artemisia Vulgaris) or a small 
willow bush, from the ceiling of the room, 
kitchen, or stable, when the flies apparently 
attracted by the smell, will settle upon it in 
great numbers, as evening seta in. A wide- 
mouthed bag is then held immediately under 
the bundle, and the string which suspends the 
latter suddenly cut through with a sharp 
scissors. The bundle with its loadof flies falls 
into the bag and can then be destroyed by fire 
or water, or other convenient means, A still 
further plan is to fumigato the rooms with 
dried rotten cow dung, which should be allow- 
ed to burn slowly in a pan of charcoal. Flies 
appear to be utterly unablo to support its pun- 
gent odor, and if the doora and windows are 
now thrown open will» haston to make their 
escape through them, The same holds good 


other undesirable visitors belonging to tho 
insect world. 


Punfying Rancid Butter. 


Tho Scientific American says: ‘ Calvin Peck 
some ten years ago obtained a patent for re- 
storing and preserving butter; his invention 
relatos to a new process of purifying butter, 
having especial reference to arresting formonta- 
tion and restoring rancid butter. fis process 
consists in melting the butter in a clean vessel 
under a slow and regular heat, and whilo it is 
melting he adds two ounces of pulverized alum, 
to every five pounds of butter, the butter 
being stirred gently while melting. When 
thoroughly melted it is strained through a 
fine strainer into cold water. The butter will 
rine to the surface quite pure and transparent, 
The alum coagulates the albumon, the casein, 
and other foreign matters, all of which are re- 
tained in the strainer, leaving the butter por- 
fectly pure and clean, and of uniform consist- 
eacy, 
“*Whon the butter is sufficiently cool to bo 
in good working order, it is carefully taken 
out and thoroughly worked, adding to cach 
five pounds of buttor three ounces of good 
dairy salt, one ounce of clean saltpetre, and 
one ounce of pulverized white sugar. | The 
butter is thon packed in cloan vessels, and is 
fit for use,

On Friday, October 11th, the nude body 
of aman was discovered on tho Qshoro at 
the mouth of Silver Creek, noar Port 
Bruco, having evidently been washed 
ashore by the waves, Of courao, this is a 
matter of common occurrence on tho lino of 
tho turbulent wators of Lake Erie, but in 
the instarce cited there was observable a 
poouliarity in that the corpse was only a 
hoadless trunk, apparently of a man about

The remains lay peacefully in 
their long homo, over which waved the 
grass and flowers yntil a fow days ago, when 
a new phase was put upon the affair by the 
accidental discovery that the grave had been 
visited by resurrectionists, who hid oponed 
it, exhumed the remains and borne them 
away. It was conjectured by a few persons 
that this act of vandalism was the work of 
medical students, but the majority beliov- 
ing firmly in the theory of a crime, were 
disinclined to coincide with this view, and

DR, LAWES’ EXPERIMENT WITH FERTILIZERS, 


Perhaps the most usoful part, to us ip 
Canada, of Dr. Lawes’ paper on High farm- 
ing, is that which gives the result of his ex- 
periment with dung, as that is the fertilizer 
most commonly used because most easily 
procured, a certain quantity being made on 
every farm. Tho Rothamsted experiments 
show that a great deal of the fertilizing ele- 
ments of dung may lio inert, when the dung 
is used so largely that it cannot be assimil- 
ated by the growing crop. A certain quan- 
tity can be used by the growing crop and 
all overthat quantity is wasted or does harm, 
for when dung is used in superabundance 
the effect upon a grain crop is, almost invari- 
ably, to weaken the straw and render it less 
able to support a heavy yield of grain. On 
turnips and other root cropsa too liberal 
manuring would tend to a large leaf growth 
and small'roots, A fair allowance of manure 
eyeu Vu muderavely good pull will generally 
give a reasonably increased return. Manur- 
ing for a long term of years with farm-yard 
dong, even though for experiment merely, 
was a waste and one that might have beon 
foreseen, especially for a grain crop, and 
we belieyofor any crop.

time to time, some other crops were snb- 
stituted without manure, or if the roots, 
etc,, Were grown a year occasionally with- 
outa fresh manuring- Judicious farming 
would very seldom admit of large and re- 
peated applications of dung, in consecutive 
years, on the same field, even for widely 
different crops. The plan which long and 
varied experience has proved the best, is 
that of a well arranged rotation, manure 
being used on one or more crops of the 
course. It is- very improbable that any 
crop is capable of, in one year, exhausting 
tho elements of fertility in any ordinary ap- 
plication of dung. Some of them will re- 
main preserved by tho soil, for succeeding 
crops. 

One of the most practical farmers now 
dead and gone, used to say, that an appli- 
cation of dung from well-fed cattle, so 
light that when spread, it could hardly be 
seen, was generally better for the crop to 
which it was applied than aheayy manur- 
ing and his crops bore witness to the truth 
of his statement. He used to tell with 
much glee, how when he came to this coun- 
try first, he bought from his French Cana- 
dian neighbors, all the dung made on the 
farms, fortwo orthreo miles around his 
farm, and how ono farmer, desiring at last 
to try the effect of dung, and astonish his 
neighbors at the same time, put the whole 
make of one year of several head of cattle 
and horses, on a small field at the road 
side ; in this field he sowed oats, which 
grew tosix or seven fect in height, and 
nearly aa strong as Indian corn, but pro- 
duced no grain; digusted with the expori- 
ment, he declared that his field was ruined 
aud aceoplod a suvall sum of money for a 
three years loase of tho field. It is need- 
Jess to nay that three good crops rewarded 
the old countryman for his small outlay 
and his faith in the unexhausted dung re- 
tained in the soil. 


Farm yard dung is and must be the main 
stay of tho farmer, and is is hardly possiblo 
that any farm will ever produce too much 
for ita own needs, but in order to use it to 
the best advantags, it must be used 
judiciously. Large successive spplications 
can hardly ever be advantageous, it is 
bottor to manure lightly a larger area. To 
#ivo a man or a horse more food than ho 
can digest, and hope by that means to in- 
croase his strength, would just as sensiblo 
4 proceeding as to gorgo the land with 
dong. The oh ec of applying manure or 
any other fortilizing in to food the land 
and not to make it the storo-houso’of food 
for futuro gonorations of plants, at all 
events, such will notbe the object, until

He was 
brought in by the confessionof the watchman, 
who stated that the policeman was the bur- 
glars' go-botween, and that he had conveyed 
the interesting intelligence imparted by tho 
watchman, that everything was all right and 
“the crib was ready to crack.” Asa matter 
of vourse having so much able help the bur- 
glars had no hositation and little difficulty in 
cracking the crib. The arrested officer, Jobn 
Nugent, it seoms had some reputation as an 
associate with burglars. Ho has two or three 
times been suspected of having to do with 
robberies in his precinct, and has once been 
under arrest op a direct charge to this effect, 
Notwithstanding this the plolice authorities 
appeared to think he had better be retained 
on the police, although they were kept pretty 
busy changing him from one precinct to 
another to prevent his becoming 80 much com- 
plicated with any particular gang of thieves as 
to attract public attention. 

The last return of Mr. William H. Vander- 
hilt from Europe a few days ago, had been 
preceded by a well-authenticated announce- 
ment of his final perfection of the Canadian 
and Northwestern connections of the New 
York Central road, and the obvious determin- 
ation of the English trustees of Eric to vote 
the latter road into his control, should any 
apparent scheme to the contrary of such men 
as Jay Gould, ‘‘Jim"” Reeve, Cyras W. Field, 
and Russell Sage demand their action, The 
London trustees absolutely control the voting 
power of one half of the capital stock of Erie 
fora term of years, and unlesa opposed by the 
completely unanimous vote of their American 
partners, can easily carry cut their intention 
to keep the interesta of their road and those 
of Mr, Vanderbilt in harmony. Hence it is 
believed that if the hundred-millionaire buys 
largely presently in Erie bonds, he may do so 
with a fair likelihood of seeing his son Cor- 
nelius jr, and colleagues, elected Erie directors 
before long, and thus having it in his own 
power to checkmate any hostile movements of 
railroad rivals, whom his English friends par- 
ticularly despise. Mr, Vanderbilt is also cred- 
from his Grand Central depot through Fourth 
Avenue, Elm, Crosby and Chatham streets to 
the City Hall; so that his character as his 
railroading father’s chosen son, is scen to be 
maturing rapidly. Unlike that father, how- 
oyer, he seems to be more or less influenced 
by a multitude of counsellors, which may be 
safe, but is certainly not radically Vanderbilt- 
ism. 

An exciting scene was witnessed in Central 
Park yesterday, During a storm a party of 
about a dozen women and children were in 
one of the boats on the Jake, when the wind 
and rain came on, and with the carrying off 
of the awning a general panic ensued. The 
children screamed, women fainted and parents 
and friends on the lake were in a frenzy of 
excitement. For some moments it seemed 
impossible that all could be brought to the 
shore safely, but finally,through thoexertions 
of a number of park boatmen, all were safely 
landed, thorovghly drenched, Then there 
came a wail of sorrow for the loss of a bonnet, 
parasol or the spoiling of ‘that new dress.”

A Marvellous Pistol-Shot. |

| THR WHATS WITH WHICH Mi. ¥. 1. LoD Has 
ASTONISHED NEW YORK AND Panis, 


Almost any evening may be een, at the 
gallery of Jas. 8. Conlin, 1,222 Broadway, 
feats of pistol markmanship which would 
make any of the old-style off-hand shooters 
stand in wonder. The marksman is Mr. 
Frank H. Lord,the most expert and finish- 
ed pistol-shot in the country. Ho is a 
young moan of thirty-two, the youngest son 
of the late Thomas Lord. Ho is an athlete 
and a gyninast, and about 1867 began to 
try his skill as a shot at the old Conlin gal- 
lery. ‘The feata of Captain John Travers, 
now of Cleveland, had becomoa tradition, 
though when Sandy Lawrence kept a ten- 
pin alley on the site of the present Astor 
Houso, Traver’s gallery attached to it saw 
some wonderful exhibitions of steadiness 
and skill with small fire-arms. Ono of 
Captain Traver’s feats was to shoot away a 
silver 3-cent bit placed between his toes, 
and when Blondin crossed Niagara he al- 
lowed Captain Travers to put a ball through 
his hat. From a doubting friend Captain 
Travers won a diamond ring by putting a 
shot through the ring, and his feat of pick- 
ing an orage from his son's head was tried 
again and again. Since Captain ‘Travers’ 
time billiards has driven out ten pins and 
rifle-shooting at long distances has crowded 
pistol shoei at twelve paces into disuse. 

Ir. Lord, however, confines his sport al- 
most entirely to the smaller weapon, though 
he is a fine rifle-shot. Heis a member of 
the New York Club and his bachelor 
chambers are adorned with a curious stock 
of pistols, In Paris he has met Paul de 
Cussagnac and others of the French duell- 
ing clique and astonished them by the cer- 
tainty of his aim. The Forest and Stream, 
in an article enriched with drawings of Mr, 
Lord’s targets, says : 

For ten ions past he has been chosen 
by the English-speaking residents of Paris, 
as theirchampion, anda well chosen rep- 
resentative has ho proven. On one occas- 


ion he performed among other facts of ac- 
curate markmanship the following :a cap 
of an ordinary musket was placed on the 
neck of a campayne bottle, and Mr. Lord, 
standing at thirty-six feet, or twelve paces, 
with an ordinary duelling pistol picked off 
the cap without scratching the glass. The 
same feat was repeated, but with the pistol 
transferred from the right to the left hand. 
‘Two more caps were picked off with right 
and left hand firing respectively, but in 
these distances the pistol was held in 3 
reverse position, with the line of sight be- 
low instead of above the line of fire. The 
next shot was a fancy one, Mr, Lord stavd- 
ing with his back to the object fired at,lean- 
ing far forward, and then with pistol point- 
ed back between his legs picking offthe cap 
asbefore, The lastof the six shots was 
made sitting in a chair, again with back to 
target and leaning back until the target 
could be seen by the head and eyes bent 
back. It isa favorito feat to suspend his

In about the 
centre of the Village, a fine iron bridge 
spans the river, and a short distance above 
is the Railway bridge. It hasa population 
of about one thousand. It can boast of a 
live newspaper—the Campbellford Herald 
—published by Mr. J. T. Vosper, who has 
done much to bring the advantages of tho 
situation of Campbellford before the pub-

The Crop Prospects. 


Tho Mail publishos a sorica of tologra- 
phic reports from different points in Onta- 
rio and the other Provinces, which it sum- 
marizos as follows:—‘Ontho whole, the 
prospects for a moro than avorage crop are 
excollont, In some places the fall wheat 
was wintor killed, and in others. the late- 
noas of tho spring dolayed sowing ; but the 
favorable woathor of the past fow weeks has 
worked wondors, Our despatches indicate 
that the cropsaro looking better in the 
eastern than in tho westorn section of On- 
tario, but the harvest the country over 


will be o bountiful one. The hay 
crop will bo an unprecedented one. 
Wheat, oats and barley are above 


the avorage. Root crops of all kinds are 
thriving well, and fruit will at least be un 
ayerage yield. ‘The potato crop has so far 
escaped the ravages of the potato bug, 
which appears to have lost its terrors. The 
cable reports, and the reports appearing in 
late English papers, show that the crops in 
Great Britain, and indeed throughout 
Europe generally, will be light. The win- 
ter was an almost unprecedentedly severe 
one, and it was followed by cold, wet and 
unseasonable weather which delayed sow- 
ing operations and retarded growth. Under 
these circumstancos, the farmers of Oanada 
have every reason to feel hopeful.’’

THE ZULU WAR, 


BURIAL OF 1 
CAPTU 


DEAD AT ISANDULA | 
OF PRISONERS, ale 
MOIRISI HOLDING ovT.

Pintexmamrzeunc, May 23. 
A deop fooling of natiafaction provails 
hero among all classes, but especially 
amony tho military hero, at the news that 
the dead at Isandula have at last been 
buried. This was a matter which, more 
even than his evident incapacity for com- 
mand, had excited a very strong fecling 
against Lord Chelmsford. For the Inst two 
months there has been in the colony a 
military force amply sufficient to penetrate 
to Isandula, and to perform the Jast honors 
to the gallant fellows who died there ; and 
it has justly been considered as a disgrace 
to the army that no effort has been made 
to give a burial to the remains of our 
countrymen who were lying on ground ab- 
solutely within sight of our post at Rorke’s 
Drift. That feeling will, I am sure, have’ 
been shared by military men in England, 
and even more acutely by the relatives of 
the dead at Isandula,and the feelingof relief 
will be as great thero ns it is here at the 
news that at Inst the disgrace is wiped out, 
and that a Christian burial has been afford- 
ed to our fallen countrymen. The opera- 
tion was performed by Marshall's cavaliy, 
who came down from Dundee for the 
purpose. They were accompanied by 
the infantry force at Rorke’s Drift, and 
encountered no opposition whatever. 
What has been accomplished now might 
have been as casily accomplished two 
months since ; and, indeed, at any time 
from within a week of the date ‘that the 
battle tock place enough troops could have 
been collected for this duty, had not Lord 
Chelmsford been paralyzed by an over- 
wholming dread of tho prowess of the Zulu. 
A thousand white troops would at any 
moment have sufficed to penetrate half a 
day’s march into the enemy’s country. 
The bodies of several of the officers were 
recognized, among others that of Colonel 
Dunford, which was found near the spot 
where he was last seen defending himself 
by sume of the survivors of the battle. 
Some forty waggons have also been recov- 
ered. It is strange that the Zulus should 
not have burnt or otherwise destroyed 
these vehicles, whose value to ourselves 
they, of course, were able to appreciate,

Iam asked my opinion as to the liability of 
the County for damages caused by the loss of 
animals through the fences of proprietors. of 
farms adjoining a County road being taken 
down by persons travelling along such roads 
in order to pass over such farms in places 
where the road was impassable from snow, I 
do not think auy such liability can attach to 
the County, 

The condition of the road might give travel- 
ers a right to pass over private property, but 
not in such a way as to causo injury to the 
proprietor, If the leaving of the fence dowa 
would be likely to cause such injury, it would 
be the duty of the person who let the fence 
down to put it up after him, and if his neglect 
to do this resulted in damage, he, but not the 
County, would be liable therefor. If the 
County were guilty of negligence in leaving 
the road in the condition it was in, the corpo- 
ration would be liable for any damage which 
immediately flowed from that negligence. 

The loss of animals, however, under such 
circumstances as indicated above, would not 
be the immediate result of such negligenco (if 
any existed,) but would, in my opinion, bo a 
damage entirely too remote to form a subject 
of legal liability on the part of the Corporation.

The Prince ot Wales. 


HOW THE FUTURE KING OF ENGLAND CON- 
SISTENTLY MINDS HIS OWN BUSINESS. 


That the Prince of Wales should devote 
much time to the exercises of pure intellect 
is not to be expected, and, perhaps, not to 
be desired. As he is the first of English 
gentlemen, so is he assuredly one of the 
busiest. Not merely does every day bring 
its engagements, but these engagements 
are frequently booked twelve months in 
advance ; and though he has no time for 
what is usually understood by study, there 
is a sense in which he is always learning. 
He is the most observent of men, and he 
has the most retentive of memories. 

Without having devoted his energies tu 
scientific historical research, after the man- 
ner of Prof. Stubbs, he is still a good his- 
torian. The chronicles of nations, as well 
as of courts, may be obtained in the works 
of art produced at different periods, A 
medal cast to commemorate a victory may 
carry with it the associations of an entire 
era: the circumstances under which a par- 
ticular order was instituted may be the 
brief abstract of the records of a gonera- 
tion. This is the fashion in which the 
future King of England has studied the an- 
nals of his own and of other countries. 

It may be doubted whether there lives a 
greater master of detail than the heir ap- 
parent, orone who is more signally gifted 
with that which phrenologists call the facul- 
ty of combination. He is a born adminis- 
trator, and it is much that he should find, 
as he does,abundant scope for the legitimate 
exercise of his administrative powers. 
Seated in his private room at Marlborough 
House, he will successfully peruse long 
sheets of accounts, and will settle rapidly a 
series of questions pertaining to his stable 
or his private estate. Nor are these the 
oaly affairs which come before him, It 
mnat never be forgotten that the Prince of 
Wales and the duchy of Cornwall repre- 
sent a microcosm of the Sovereign of the 
Empire and the United Kingdom. Just as 
the Queen has her Privy Council, so the 
Prince of Wales, as the Duke of Cornwall, 
has the Council of his duchy-a body charg- 
ed with the business of a landed estate, with 
arental of some £80,000 a year. The 
meetings of the Council are held, on an 
average, perhaps once in four months, His 
Royal Highness, of course, being in the 
chair, The business is always of the most 
complicated character; and, if it is des- 
patched in Council with comparative celer- 
ity and ease, it is because it has been gone 
through with the utmost care before the 
Council actually meets, There is no pa- 
per relating tothe m@nagement of the duchy 
which has not previously been laid out be- 
foro His Royal Highness, but carofully 
read through by him and often minutely 
commented on. In all these respects the 
heir apparent sets an example to overy 
member of the little court about him, His 
conception of his place in the so- 
ciety of the realm is eminently worthy of 
ene who will some day be its King. 

_Profoundly attached to the memory of 
his father, the Prince Consort, he is deeply 
reverential of the dignity of his mother, the 
Queen, Aware by oxperience that rogard 
to forms is a8 essontial in the government 
of a nation as devotion to laws, he natural- 
ly lays great store by the strict observance 
of ceromonial and etiquette. Theso are 
the conveniences of kings, and they are 
fealon) guarded by the Princo of Wales.

# chimney takes fire, and although it is not | 1 
often that roofs ignite from this cause, yet 
they sometimes do. Therefore it is well to 
guard against all possible danger from this 
source. The following prescription is said 


from taking fire : ‘In building a chimney 
put a quantity of salt into the mortar with 
which the intercourses of brick aro to be 
laid. The effect will be that there will 
never be any accumulation of soot in that 
chimney. The philosophy is thus stated : 
‘That said in the portion of mortar which is 
exposed absorbs moisture from the atmos- | 
phere every damp day. The soot thus be- 
coming damp, falls down in the fireplace.” 


Tur Svummer.—Mr,Lowe, an acknow- 
jedged meteorological authority, in his let- 
ter to the Times, has contributed a learned 
and exhaustive essay on what ho calls 
“the cycle of the seasons.” He agrees with 
anj American meteorologist (not Vennor) 
that the summer of 1879 will be one of ex- 
treme heat.

Variety in Cropping: 


| = 
| A mero enumeration of the topics which 
at tho present timo ocoupy the farmor’s at- 
tontion could scarcely be compressed into 
our opening column. Wo aro moro than 
over convinced that a groator varictyin tho 
acroage devoted to roots would be to the 
advantage of tho farmor, Tho old routine 
too often followed even by first-class busi- 
noss mon,of swedes and turnips, with a fow 
acres of mangles, requires to be moditied. 
Many sound arguments may bo adduced in 
support of this view ; and as thero appears 
to be a disposition to continuo in tho old 
| grooves, wo think it advisable to marshal 
thom on the present occasion in the hope 
| that somo of our readers may adopt a 
| sounder ayatem of cropping. 
First, then, it is a fact that a crop which 
has never been before grown upon a fiold 
thrives better, and has moro changes in 
favor of its complote development,than has 
a crop which has been cultivated at four 
years’ interval upon the sawe field for gen- 
erations. Weall know the effect of con- 
stantly growing clover, potatoes, and _tur- 
nips. Their repeated cultivation is follow- 
ed by sickness, scab, and anbury. Ina 
less degroo, and perhaps less evidently, the 
repeated growth of any crop tends to make 
succeeding crops of the same description 
loss thriving. 

Viewed merely as a question of root 
nutrition, is it not incontrovertible that 
acrop which takes its food from a different 
(a deopor or shellower) layer of soil, which 
possesses a different system of roots, and 
which selects its food in different propor- 
tions from crops previously cultivated, 
must stand a better chance of succeeding 
than an established. crop which has been 
preceded by hundreds of smaller crops. all 
of which haye hunted for the same sort of 
food, in the samesection of the soil, and in 
the same manner | 

By growing a greater variety of crops we 
diminish riskfrom untoward seasons, as it 
is not often that a season is unfavorablo to 
all crops alike. We also provide a wholo- 
some change of food for stock, a most im- 
portant consideration, as the health, and 
often the life of sheep, is materially affect- 
ed by such changes. How often do lambs 
suffer by enforced continuance uponswedes! 
How much better would it be if a few 
acres, say of kohl rabi were provided for 
them as a change.— Agricultural Gazette, 


At what Age shall Cows Come In? 


There are several things to be taken into 
consideration when discussing the question 
of the proper age of a heifer to come in, If 
sho is of good size, pretty well matured, and 
ambitious in that direction, there will be 
no serious harm in letting her come in at 25 
fhonths. We have had several calves at 21 
monthajthat did well, making large healthy 
cows, Of course they must be well fed and 
well cared for, When a heifer comes in at 
two years old she ought to pay for horsolf 
by the time she is four years old, in the 
milk and calves sho has produced. But if 
the main object is to breed for improvement 
of the race in health, strength and size. we 
should delay the breeding period. The

PROF, DUNCAN C. KOSS, 


Prof. Duncan ©, Ross was born in Glasgow, 
Scotland, March 16th, 1855; is 6ft. din. in 
height, and in condition weighs 200Iba. Chest 
measurement 44}in. Biceps 16 inches, Thighs 
26in. At the ago of 14 he enlisted in the Royay 
Scots Greys, one of Her Majesty's regiments 
of Heavy Cavalry, serving from 1869 till 1874, 
and was on tho staff of Sir Garnet Wolseley 
during the Kaffir war. ‘Prof. Ross com- 
menced his athletic career at tho regimental 
athletic games celebrated on Balaklava day 
in cach year, and from '871 until 1°74 held 
the championship of the garrisons of Dublin 
and Aldershot. At Springtield recreation 
grounds, Glasgow, Scotland, on August 17th, 
he tried conclusions with Donald Dinnie and 
James Fleming, the latter of whom Ross 
defeated, much to the surprise of his friends, 
as Dinnio and Fleming were tho champions 
of the world; but seeing that athlotics did 
not prove remuneratiyve ho quitthe field and 
commenced and owned the cab snd carriage 
hiring business of Duncan C. Ross & Co., 
57 Pt.

Clerical Longevity. 


If anywhere centenarians may be looked 
for it should be in tho ranks of the clerical | 
profession, andin a country where that 
profession is a part of the state machinory. 
Men who lead lives exempt from public | 
cares, as from passion and excitement, 
whose occupation secures healthful exercise 
alike of the body and the mind, and who 
are fenced about with a quiet and decent 
consideration forall classes, have all tho 
odds of longevity in their favor, and may 
be expected, aa Sydnoy Smith expressed it, 
to keep on living “with the malignant 
pertinacity of a bishop.” We cannot be 
surprised, therefore, to encounter a true 
centenarianin Canon Beadon, of Wells, 
whose death on the 10th instant We clse- 
where report, and who, from early man- 
hood, had led a life of well-ordered case in 
an English rectory, whose pastoral duties, 
confined to a parish of leas than a thousand 
souls, have neyer been exacting, whose 
mind has been free from financial worry, 
and who has neither been scoured to death 
with the perpotual motion of a city charge 
nor tried by tho vicissitudes of a mission- 
ary careerin a rude country. Canon 
Beadon's caso, indeed, isnot by any means 
unique, eyen in recent history. There 
may be doubts as to the real age of the 
Rey. Patrick McIlyain, born in 1546, who, 
it is said, married at eighty, and begat four 
daughters in his old age, grew a fresh crop 
of thin flaxen hair and a new set of teeth 
after his ninety-fifth year, and at 110 
preached in the parish church of Lesbury, 
near Alnwick, ‘‘an excellent good sermon,” 
without spectacles or notes. Across the 
Channel, too, we have the possibly 
legendary tale of Nicholas Petours, Canon 
and Treasurer of the grand old Norman 
Cathedral of Coutanes, who is réported to 
have died atthe age of 137, having cele- 
brated mass five days before his death, 
But there can be no doubt as to the 
age of Dr. Routh, President of Magdalen 
College, who died in December, aged 
100, who was elected to the presi- 
dency of his college in 1791, to whom 
Dr. Leigh, Master of Balliol from 
1726 to 1785, had pointed out the rooms in 
which he had seen Addison, aud who re- 
membered hearing from a friend of his 
youth how her aunt had secon Charles II. 
walking in the parks of Oxford when the 
Parliament was held thoro in 1664,In 
March last there certainly died a rival, of 
Canon Beadon in longevity, whom our 
English contemporaries, howover, have 
overlooked—the Rey. Jas, Ingrim, of 
Unst, in the Shetlands, who was born 
April 3, 1776, who was appointed assistant 
to the minister of Fetlar in 1800, and who 
succeeded him in 1803, going to Unst in 
1821 and preaching there till August 4, 
1872, after which date, however, he onco 
or twice “ served a table” at the commun- 
ion. Dr. Guthrie heard him preach at 
ninety-six, when he had ‘* thie fresh color 


Sraas Hees tahun vec 
spoke in public in reply to an address from 
the Free Church on the occasion of his 
celebrating his centenary, The Rey. John 
McDonald, a Catholic priest, died at Lan- 
castor, Ont, in March last, aged ninety- 
seyen ; the Rev. Dr. Tupper, fathor of the 
statesman who will become Premier of 
Oanada on Sir John A. Macdonald's ap- 
proaching retirement, no longer ago than 
last month, being then in his ninety- 
second year, harnessed his horse and drove 
four miles to a station, where he preached 
morning and evening. The Rev. George 
Mingaye died at Bury St. Edmunds a few 
weeks ago, aged ninety-two ; the Rey. 
Jacob Ide, of Midway, Mass., has just 
retired from the ministry at the age of 
ninety-four. During the recent session of 
the North Georgia Conference the yener- 
able Bishop Lovick Pierce, also aged 
ninety-four, ‘‘ preached with a strong 
yoice and large liberty on‘ The Duty 
of the Miuister,’” though so severe 
was the storm he rode through to 
keep his appointment that most of tho 
young ministers failed to attend the ror- 
vice. The Frankfurter Zeitung last month 
announced the celebration by Rabbi Sil- 
berstein, aged ninety-three, at Vietz,of his 
ron wedding, being the seventieth anni- 
versary, on which occasion he addressed 
with vigor and clearness 69 out of his 145 
decendants who were able to be present. 
Elder Thomas P. Dudley, of Kentucky, at 
eighty-five, has but few superiors in tho 
pulpit, and promises to round out his 
American century of life. Unless we err 
reatly, the Rev William Tranter, of Salis- 
Rae in England, who died last March, 
still enguged in the ministerial calling, was 
the oldest Wesleyan clergyman in the world 
and, like Canon Beadon, was in his 102nd 
year, So much for some of the recent in- 
stances of clerical longevity. With refer- 
ence to Canon Beadon’s long incumbency 
of sixty eight years, it may be said that in at 
least one curious instance it was rivalled, 
for there died in 1643 an English clergy- 
man named Blower, who had held the hiv- 
ing of White-Waltham for sixty-seven 
years, nor was that his firat cure. C) 
might have been called ‘Single-Sermon 
Blower” with perfect accuracy, for it is re- 
corded he only preached once in his life— 
before Queen ‘Eli beth, who when he first 
addressed her as ‘My Royal Queon” and 
then as “My Noble Queen” said over-smart 
ly: ‘What! am I ten groats worse than I 
was?’ the royal being one coin and the 
noble a lower one in value. This sover- 
eignimpertinencejso discomiited the olergy- 
man that till the end of his days he confin- 
od his public ministrations to reading the 
lessons, and nothing could make him ser- 
monize again. Lot us bo thankful for our 
decendanta’ sake that no such snubbing is 
likely to silence the oloquence and longth- 
en out the vital span of our own Talmage. 
—N. Y. World.

Another Hlectrical Surprise, 


The history of ocean telography has been 
full of surprise. Mr, Oyrus Field, at the 
late assombly at his mansion in New York 
summed it up in the following words :— * 

“Twenty-five yoars ago there was not an 
ocean cablein the world. A few short

ntinont, but all were in 

shallow water. Even science hardly darod 

to conceive ofthe possibility of sending 

human intelligence through the abynses of 

the ocean, But when we struck ont to 

cross the Atlantic, we had to lay a cable 

over 2,000 miles long, in water over two 

miles deep. That great success gave an 

immense impulse to submarine telegraphy, 

then in its infancy, but which has since 
grown till it has stretched out its fingers 
tipped with fire into all the waters of tho 
globe. ‘Its lines haye gone into all the 
earth and its words to the end of the world.” 
To-day there are over 70,000 miles of 
cable, crossing the seas and the oceans, 
And, asifit were not enough to haye 
messages sent with the speed of lightning, 
they Must beseny in’opposite-directiona at 
the same moment. I have just received a 
telegram from Valontia, Ireland, which 
reads :—'This anniver witnesses duplex 
working across the Atlantic as an accom- 
plished fact,’—by which the capacity of all 
our ocean cablos is doubled.” 

Scarcely had the guests departed, how- 
ever, when a new and still more imposing 
discovery was announced to the world—a 
process whereby at least ten messages of 
twenty words each can be sent to any dis- 
tance, over a single wire, inthe space of 
one minute! And this ia but the minimum. 
The maximum claim is that in half an hour 
messages equal in variety and extent to a 
copy of the largest newspaper printed in 
America can be flashed around the globe. 
Beside this the process of duplex telegraphy 
so triumphantly referred to by Mr. Field, 
sinks into insignificance. It is claimed 
that by the new process the contents of the 
larest newspaper issued in London, Paris, 
Berlin, New York or Pekin, can be called 
from one quarter of the globe to all others 
which are reached by cables or wires, and 
be reproduced in fac simile on a re- 
ceiving stereotype, flat surface complete 
and ready for the pressman in half an hour. 
The right to use this invention has been 
acquired by the American Cable Company, 
and under its revolutionary effect the com- 
pany expects to reduce cable rates to three 
cents a word for night messages and five 
cents a word for day telegrams, The Bos- 
ton Post congratulates the American Cable 
Company on securing this valuable inven- 
tion, and the more heartily beceuse it suc- 
ceeded in potting it in spite ofan offer 
therefore Of $2,000,000 by the Anglo Onble 
Company. The process 1s not described in 
detail, noristhe name of the inventor 
given, but those who are interested in 
scientific matters will recall an article pub- 
lished in 1877 which described an inven- 
tion by Loren Pickering, the proprietor of 
the San Franscisco Call, by which a page 
or more of any paper could be transmitted 
by telegraph from any one to any other 
point connected by telegraph wire or cable, 
atalmost no expense whatever, the re- 
ceiving instrument presenting upon a 
stereotype plate an exact fac similie of the

ing’s invention is similar to the one which 
the American Cable Company has pur- 
chased is not disclosed. Whatever the 
process may be, the results based upon it, 
if not chimerical, are certainly astonishing. 
They would bo altogether incredible were 
not the principle involved already certainly 
established in England by the successful 
application of the electric pen. But with 
that invention before us in its novelty and 
perfection, its development so far as to 
produce the results described need not be a 
matter of much marvel.

* Tho commencement of the thirteonth 
yoar of Confederation, which will bo celo- 
brated to-morrow, will be momorablo bo- 
yond all other similar ant vorsaries which 
have proceded it, in that will be the 
first cdlobration of the h nd decreed by 
statute, the nocossary law having been 
enacted during tho last session of tho present 
Parliament, The yoar which ia closing as 
we write has been a memorable one in the 
history of Canada, tho principal event hav- 
ing been tho complete yot peacoful revolu- 
tion in our political affairs. What in the 
go-called republics of Mexico, South 
America,and various other parts of theglobe 
in offected by riot, civil warfare and blood- 
shed—namely a reversion of policy and a 
chango of rulers—has beon effected in con. 
stitutionally governed Canada by the de- 
cision of the people, as silently expressed 
through the ballot box. 

Tho party which hold that Canada should 
become an almost purely agricultural coun- 
try, depending upon tho neighboring Re- 
public and the rest of the world for her 
supply of manufactured goods—which was 

_ rapidly making of our people hewers of 
wood and drawers of water for our neigh- 
* bors—has been displaced, and in place of 
their fatal inactivity in the faco of menac- 
ing danger to our few surviving industries, 
wo have a patriotictrade policy, which gives 
the control of the home market to our own 
péoplo—which has already dono much to- 
wards revising tho industries and conse- 
quent prosperity of the country, and which 
gives bright promise of a future prosperous 
beyond precedent for the Dominion. To 
the great statesman who again worthily fills 
the highest position in the Government, 
and with a skill which no other Canadian 
statesman can equal, is this happy change 
in our condition and prospects as 
n people most largely to be attributed.

Spectator :—“* Messrs. Sommens Bros., 
of Hamilton, are building another addition 
to their already extensive premisos, which 
will be two stories in height and 100 35 
fevt in size, They are making proparations 
for the carrying on of a largely increased 
business.” 

Spectator :—‘ Messrs. Copp Bros, & Oo., 
of Hamilton, aro now having new brick 
buildings constructed within the square of 
their extensive premises on York and Bay 
streets, for the turning out of the metal 
work in connection with their manufacture 
of ploughs. Tho work is carried on under 
tho supervision of Mr, John Lane, of Ohi- 
cago, who is said to be one of tho most pro- 
ficiont men in the manufacture of ploughs 
that is to be found in the United States.

Thirty-three nail 
machines will be employed when the 
works are completed. At present $50,000 
worth of machinery has arrived for this 
enterprise. 

Messrs, Duncan, Fuller & Oo., the cele- 
brated boot and shoe manufacturers of 
Detroit, sooner than be done out of their 
Canadian trade under the National Policy, 
have established a large factory in 
Toronto. 

The ‘‘ Canada Publishing Company” has 
been incorporated ; place of business, 
Toronto ; capital, $150,000 ; object, to 
manuufacture, publish, and sell books 
and school requisites, 

A large cabinet factory is about heing 
erected by Mr. Zingsheim, King street, 
Hamilton, for the manufacture of al] 
kinds of furniture.

Jarity in Canada will never wane, and who 
remained until the change of Government 
had been effected, wero mingled the 
feelings of joy with which the Marquis and 
the Princess wero welcomed to our shores, 
It was felt that by appointing her son-in- 
Jaw na her Viceroy in Canada and her 
danghter to accompany him,the Queen had 
paid a deserved compliment to the loyalty 
of the people of Canada. In such senso 
was the appointment received, and that 
it wasa wise one—that tho Marquis of 
Lorne was worthy of the high position to 
which he was named as the ruler over 
four millions of loyal British subjecta—ho 
has proved time and again, whilst tho 
Princess has fairly won the affections of 
tho people of all classes and conditions. 
That tho foture may bo bright for Gm 
Viceroy and Vicereine and that their stay 
amongst us may bo pleasant and happy. 
will bo the wish of every resident of the 
country. 


Another important political ovent in the 
year was the Provincial genoral election in 
Ontario, which resulted in giving a fresh 
Jeane of power to theo Mowat Govornment. 
Bolieving that that Government had been 
vory extravagant in tho exponditures which 
it has made and that it has not been free 
from corruption, we rogrot the result ; but 
as tho verdict is that of the majority of the 
sovereign peoplo it must bo abided by, how- 
ovor distasteful.

There aro other matters of Dominion,

Fisher, Sons & Co, have acquired a fine mill 
Property at St. Gabriel Locks,for the purpose 
of manufacturing heavy woollen goods, New 
machinery has been placed in the building 
about 50 pair of broad looms being now ready 
for operation, and it is tho intention of the 
Proprietors to at once engage in the manufac- 
tare of Union Beavers, President Cloths and 
in fact every class of cheap overcoatings, 
There will be employed at once about 100 mev 
in connection with the mill, and the staff will 
be increased as the market enlarges.

the tailor shop to repair prison clothing,

noticed. Although his health is good, his 
prodigious bulk hasconsiderably decreased.

Potato Sprinkler. 


A patent has lately been granted in 
Oanada and the United States for a machine 
to sprinkle potato vines with Paris Green, 
mixed with water, The machine consists 
of a wheelbarrow frame carrying a tub hold- 
ing the liquid. India rubber tubes convey 
the liquid to two circular brushes revolving 
incups, whichare on thé ends ofa shaft 
rotated under the barrow-frame by a pulley 
band from the ground wheel, Tho shaft 
and brushes have adjuatability,so that the 
liquid is thrown ina very fine spray up- 
ward under the leaves to agreater or less 
angle, and extensible to any width between 
the rows of vines. The machine is guar- 
anteed to give satisfaction by the owners 
of the patent. Application for the right 
to manufacture should be made to Henry 
Grist, Solicitor of Patents, Ottawa, through 
whose agency the patent was obtained.
